Dilema in Which Gen. Brady 
Has Placed the Gov- 
ernment. 


Officers Employed by the Department 
Without Doubt Tried to Bribe 
the Jurors. 


In Doing This They Fell Easily 
into the Web Woven 
by Brady. 


Spencer’s Timely Absence, Also, a Mat- 
ter of Still Greater Scandal— 
What Is Known.

STAR-ROUTE SCANDAL, 
THE GOVERNMENT IN THE ROLE OF APUL- 
oer

Wasuinetox, D. C., Oct. 17.—The dis- 
closures of the last few days have made 
some things in the star-route matters clear. 
While they bave shown that there has been 
much bad management on the part of the 
prosecution, they have also shown that the 
Attorney-General is very much in earnest, 
and that if the President does not interfere, 
the star-route cases will be prosecuted to a 
successful termination, provided an honest 
jury can be found in the District of Colum- 
bia. That such is the determination of the 
persons now in charge of the ease for the 
Government it is very evident that 
the defense no longer havea doubt. Aston- 
ished that they so narrowly escaped convic- 
tion, they fear the results of another trial. 

;, BRADY 
is making such disposition of his property 
that he will soon have few ties in Washing- 
ton, while Dorsey has retired to bis ranch, 
almost blind and a quite broken man. In 
view of these facts, the purposes of the de- 
fendants in their latest move can be easily 
understood, The defendants specially fear 
the Attorney-General, Special-Counsel Mer- 
rick, and Jude Wylie. They are seeking 
the removal of Mr. Brewster, knowing that, 
if successful in that attempt, Mr. 
Merrick would follow him. They bave an- 
nounced their purpose to endeavor to make 
it impossible for Judge Wylie to preside at 
the second trial. The defendants’ counsel 
are constantly busy in their attempts to se- 
cure these results, and they are not without 
important political influence. There is littie 
reason to doubt that the recent publications 
by the defendants have had in part the pur- 
pose of bringing the Department of Justice 
into disgrace,’ by exposing the fact, which 
cannot be denied, that 
MASCALS WERE EMPLOYED IN THE 
ERNMENT SERVICE, 

and that the Department of Justice, to too 
great an extent, was madea detective bureau, 
where the low arts of the spy were practiced,

ernment, that it will be difficult next Decem- 
ber to obtain an unprejudiced jury. The 
bribery affidavits which they are using to 
accomplish this pur are worthless. The 
affidavits now used for these purposes are 
those made by three jurors, Dickson, Brown, 
and Holmead, who voted in the jury-room 
that the conspiracy had not been proved, 
then that Miner and Rerdell were 
guilty of conspiracy, and finally 
that Brady and the Dorseys were 
innocent. The record of the disagreement 
ot the jury shows this curious combination: 
Dickson. voted to acquit Brady and F. W. 
Dorsey, and to convict J. W. Dorsey and 
Vaile: Holméad voted to acquit the Dorseys 
and Vaile and to convict ees oe vot- 
ed to acquit Brady and the rsey's and to 
convict Vaile: and Martin, after several quite 
incomprehensible changes, voted to convict 
all four defendants. At every point of the 
balloting, therefore, every one of these four 
defendants was

tin. The same four names appear in the 
allidavits now submitted by Col. Ingersoll, 
who is apparently endeavor to create the 
impressidn rest of the jury was 
bought by the prosecution.

say $1,500. Then it mightalso be said that 
Tuomas R. Foote wants $1,000 for his affi- 
davit services, and actually writes letters to 
the finn of Brady, Dorsey & Co. 
demanding payment, as though they 
were on good terms and in 
a banking or mercantile business. One of 
the mysteries of the case is the appointment 
of Bowen at the instance, and only at the in- 
stance, Special-Counsel Ker said today, of 
Kobett Linealn, Secretary of War. Bowen’s 
agency was not one connected with the star- 
route case, but one which required him to 
investigate charges relating to the selling of 
liquor to iudians in Arizona. He had no 


' authority to watch the jury or do any other 


thing in connection with the star-route case. 
‘Loe day after his appointment he had the 
conversation with Dickson, and on the 
totlowing day he went to Arizona. He was 
dismissed a few days after his arrival. The 
Department of Justice usually accepts the 
War Department's recommendations as to 
appointments in service closely connected 
with the War Department, and it js said that, 
after Bowen had presented a letter in which 
Secretary Lincoln spoke of him as 

A PERSONAL FRIEND 
and asked for a favorable consideration of 
what he would say, a commission was given 
to him without hesitation, Llis true charac- 
ter was soon discovered, and he was re- 
moved on Sept. il. Mr. Lincoln unques- 
tionably has been made the victim of some 
designing person. While the department 
was considering the hich indorsementsa of 
Bowen, he was, on the statement of two busi- 
ness-men here, trying to negotiate drafts on 
a bank in New York in which be had no 
money. Oneof these attempts, the victim 
has publicly said, was successful; the other 
was checked by the prudent steps of the in- 
tended victim, who telegraphed to the bank 
and found that Bowen had no account there. 
In this case Bowen narrowly escaped arrest. 

BREWSTER CAMERON,

‘Further Particulars of the Sheeting of 


Three Men at Minden, Neb., by Four 

DesperadecsA Large Number of Peo- 

pie in Pursuit ef the Murderers, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Lisco.iyx, Neb., Oct. 17.—The horrible mur- 
der perpetrated last evening at Minden, 
Kearney County, is creating more excite- 
mentthan any similar occurrence in this 
State formany years. Today Goy. -Nance 
issued a proclamation for the arrest and 
capture of the four desperadoes engaged in 
the murder, and telegrams have been sent to 
Kansas, Colorado, and to the Sheriffs of half 
a dozen counties in this State describing the 
men and seeking their capture, dead or 
alive. A reward of $200 each for their capt- 
ure has been offered. A late telegram 
states that the whole western part 
of the State is aroused, and that the 
murderers are being pursued by hundreds of 
men on horseback, who, should they capture 
the villains, will certainly hang them to the 
wearest tree. Today Secretary-of-State Al-, 
exander started tor the scene of the murder 
to take charge of the case, and will follow the 
rascals into Texas if necessary. Addiwonal 
particulars of the terrible affair were received 
today. The party of desperadves consisted 
of four men, having in charge of a herd of 
ponies which they had stolen in Hitch- 
cock County. They reachei Minden late 
in the afternoon and put up at the 
ie tae or hotel of the village. At 5 
v’elock two of them entered the dining-room 
for supper. About fifteen persons—men, 
women, and children—were at the tables. 
The robbers took seats facing the door, and 
had just commenced their meal when Sheriff 
Jac ood, of Hitchcock County, entered.

In an 
instanteach of robbers whipped outa 
bulldog pistol and commenced firing.

The Deputy-dheriff 
of Kearney County, who was in the room 
taking supper with his wife, sprang to his 
feet, but a bullet from one ot the robber’s 
pistols pierced his brain, killing him in- 
stantly. Then followed indiscriminate fir- 
ing, and the wildest excitement prevailed, A 
courageous Citizen attem to prevent the 
roubers’ — So was shot dead in his 
tracks. Leaving their hats and gloves on the 
table, the robbers ran from the room, mount- 
ed their horses, and dashed away, shooting 
right and left and ye’ling like demons. 
Great consternation followed the exit 
of the robbers, and hot pur- 
suit was instiguted at once. The names 
of the murderers are unknown, but it-is 
thought they are part of a gang from Texas. 
Their appearance was that of desperate 
characters, and all were well armed and 
mounted on swift horses, The murdered 
Sheriff was a former resident of this city, 
where he has a number of relatives. | 
leaves a wife and several children.

New York, Oct. 17.—A very large crowd 
of men and boys gathered in Judge Russell's 
court today to listen to the evidence in the 
Marie Prescott libel suit. Miss Prescott 
seemed to be in the bestof spirits. The pro- 
ceedings were opened by placing Dr. W. G. 
Wiley, of No. 40 West Fortieth street, on the 
stand. He had attended Miss Prescott at 287 
Fifth avenue in October, 1880, and testified 
that there were no indications that she was 
about to become a mother. The plain 
language used by both lawyer and 
witness caused the plaintiff's face to flush 
deeply, and once she threw her head back 
and uttered a hysterical sop, her eyes filling 
with tears. 

Mrs. Amelia C. Tate, who kept the board- 
ing-house No. 814 West Fourteenth street, 
testified that she knew of nothing against 
Miss Prescott’s character. While Miss Pres- 
cott was at her house Ernest Harvier did 
not, as he claimed, spend any night or nights 
in Miss Prescott’s room. Miss Prescott had 
a maid who slept with her most of the time. 

Various other witnesses then testifiea to

and one, who styled himself an “ actor ” by 
trade, after he had given his testimony, 
walked over to where she was sitting, shook 
her cordially by the hand, and leit the court- 
root. 

Miss Prescott was then called to the stand 
to make a direct statement of her relations 
with Ernest Harvier. She gave her testi- 
mony, in a quick, bright, and decisive man- 
per, each answer being spoken eagerly and 
with an apparent desire to tell more than 
she was vermitted to tell. On many occa- 
sions she did succeed in getting in forbidden 
answers and effective comments before the 
counsel on the other side could stop her. She 
rested her right arm on the Judge’s 
desk, and emphasized her replies by tapping

“ LIFE AND DEATH. 


Marvelous Cases of Recovery from Sup- 
posed Mortal Wounds—What Will K I! 
a Man Hou Littic ts Really Kaown 
of the Great Seeret of Nature, 

New York Hera’d. 

One day last week the people resident in 
Astoria were startled by the report (two re- 
ports, In fact) that one William Scheever, a 
German shoemaker of that vicinity, had shot 
himseif once in the mouth and once in the 
ear with a “buildog” revolver, and was 
dead. Inquiry showed that he was not yet 
dead, but the physician hastily summoned 
said he must speedily die, as he had two bul- 
lets in his brain. He was brought to New 
York and placed for treatment in the Roose- 
velt Hospital, and after a few hours was suf- 


ficrentiy composed to arrange tor his coming | 


death by signing over all his property to his 
duughter. He then went to sleep, and 
on the next day asked for some Frank- 
furter sausage and lager, saying that be was 
hangry. The next day he said he was very 
sorry and Walked away fiom the hospital, ap- 
parently in pretty good condition. One bul- 
let war found to have gianced off outside his 
head, but there is considerable doubt as to 
where the other one is. “It may be in his 
brain, it may be lodged in one of the nasal 
bones, or he may have swallowed it,” said 
the physician who attended him in hospital. 
Time, it thus appears, may or may not show 
whether William Scheever’s name is to be 
added to the long list of persons who have 


recovered from what are ordinarily mortal 
wounds, Whatever the truth may be in this 
case, the circumstances are sufficiently strik- 
ing to recali the other cases, many 
of which are truly marvelous, The ex- 
Linction ur continuance of the vital spark.“ 
physicians agree, is a problem that is never 
solved until the final extinction is absolutely 
determined. It is easy to teil that a man is 
dead, but itis very seldom certain that he 
WII die, since there are cases of recovery 
that no sane man would think of predicting. 
For example, no person would have supposed 
for a moment that the man in Massachusetts 
whose case has so often been quoted would 
have lived twelve years after having a tamp- 
ing-iron blown directly through his head, 
entering under his jaw and coming out 
through the roof of his skull: yet he did live 
for that time, and even enjoyed good phys- 
ical health. And it would not occur to any 
ordinary man that he could live long with a 
hole in the side of his stomach, yet if St. 
Martin had not done that very same thing 
the physiclans agree that comparatively little 
would be known today of the marvelous 
processes that go on inside the laboratory of 
the body. 

On the other hand, one who is accustomed 
to seeing the enormous strains and shocks 
the human frame withstands is often sur- 
prised at seeing how little a thing will 
loose the silver cord.“ Not to speak of the 
swift and fatal maladies that are often 
brought about by seemingly absurd trifles, 
such as a little too much ice-water wher one 
is overheated, or the swallowing of some in- 
digestible morsel, the accidents that cause 
death are often trivial in all but the result. 
A man steps ona bit of orange peel, or his 
friend sportively pulls away his chair, with 
the idiotic idea that he is joking, and the vic- 
tim sits down too far, fractures his spine, 
amd is picked up dead. A strong man 
seratches his finger, and dies of lockjaw. A 
large man, bending sideways in his chair, 
trying to button his shoes, loses his balance, 
rolls over on a carpeted chair and breaks his 
arm. Gangrene sets in and he dies. Such 
cases are on record, and go to show low 
slight the real hold on lifeis. Yet slight as 
is the tenure by which men stay in this 
world, there are innumerable cases on rec- 
ord far more marvelous than that of Will- 
jam Scheever, even supposing that he has a 
builet or even two in his brain. ‘The inevita- 
ble death that was formerly supposed to at- 
tend upon any serious accident to the main 
organs of the body does not always come, 
men live not only with bullets in their brain, 
holes in their stomach, dislocated spines, 
and actual wounds in the heart itself, but 
even with open wounds clear through the 
body itself. Gen. Henry A. Barnum, of 
Brooklyn, wrote while President Garfield 
lay dying a letter to the press in which he 
told of his own wound which he 
received in battle during the Civil 
War. It remained an open aperture through 
his body and has never healed, and for years 
his treatment of it has been simply to wear 
in the hole a roll of prepared iint. This is 
renewed daily, and the suppuration of the 
wound is constant, sometiines greater and 
sometimes less, but never entirely ceasing. 
Gen. Shields, of Missouri, has a similar 
wound extending through his body and oven 
in front and behind. His wound, it is said, 
was received in the Mexican war, and he 
wears, not lint, but a silk handkerchief in it. 
This be can draw directly through his body. 
Some three or four years ago a boy in Pater- 
son, N. J., picking up shavings in a carpen- 
ter’s shop, fell backward against a buzz-saw 
that was revolving with immense rapidity. 
Recovering bis equilibrium he walked un- 
aided to a drug-sture near by and asked to 
have his wound dressed. He complained 
of having a terrible headache, and this 
was not doubted when it was found 
on examination that the saw had 
divided his head almost in two. One 
end of the cut was half-way bet ween the fore 
head and the crown of the head, and the 
other end was just at the base of the skull, 
A right line from one end to the other would 
have passed almost through the middle of 
the head, but the saw was 4 sma!! one, and its 
outside edge had beyond a question cut far 
beyond such a right line. Yet the boy lived 
several days, and retained his consciousness 
to the time of his death. It was supposed 
thatthe saw had passed between the two 
lobes of the brain, but that point was nev- 
er settled positively, as the boy’s 
father refused to allow a post-mortem exam- 
ination. In reporting this case the writer 
learned of two men, both living in Paterson 
at the time, each of whom had carried a bul- 
jet in his brain for a number of veats. One 
of them had been shot in the eye, and the 
physician who attended bim deciared that 
the bullet was beyond a doubt lodged against 
the skull at the back ef the head. Both these 
men enjoyed good health. A fracture 
of the skull is generally sup 
1 to be a fatal iniory, and 
generally proves so, yet there are not lacking 
cases where death has not ensved, at leust 
tor a long time. In the Gutermuth case it 
will be remembered that the victun’s skull 
was badly fractured, and yet he was sup- 

to be recovering a week after the in- 
jury was received, and was well enough to 
walk out and pay visits—or at least supposed 
himself to be. Other cases could be cited of 
a simiiar nature if it were desirable to make 
a catalog. 

There are cases on recor - there were 
many of them during the War of tne Rebell- 
jon—in Which men were repeatedly hurt so 
that death appeared inevitable. No sooner 
would they recover from one apparently 
mortal wound than they would receive an- 
other. The Hartford Times not long ago 
published a story that was widely copied of a 
man whose history was told by him- 
self to a correspondent in Michigan 
and whose personal appearance’ bore 
out his story, so the correspondent said. 
He claimed that his troubies began 
when he was only 5 years old, when he fell 
through the roof of a shed, breaking all his 


: ribs, both collar bones, his breast bone, his 


rightarm in two places, hiszleft arm above 
the elbow, and the bones of his ler hand. It 
was thought that he could not recover, but 
he did. ‘Ten years later his hip was dis- 
j twice in the same year. and his right 
ankle was broken. In 186 he was shot in 
the ankle in a fleht on a Mississippi steam- 
boat.

paroled when his captors supposed him 
to be without the ability to do furtner 
service. In a long march the Veins 
in his left leg burst, and he almost 
died of hemorrhage. At Chancellorville he 
was knocked down by a spent caunen-ball, 
ami while lying prostrate was run over bya 
field-piece of six-pound calibre, which passed 
directiy over his head and body. After re- 
covering again and getting his harge he 
undertook one day to cut down a tree, but 
by a not uncommon accident the butt of the 
tree flew up as the tree fell, and this man 
standing in the way, as was to have been ex- 
pecved of a man of his habits, was knocked a 
distance, he says, of forty feet. He lay on 
the snow insensible for eight hours, and on 
gutting his senses again found that his skull 
was broken and his brains were leaking out, 
and hat eight ot his teeth were gone. In 
three months he was entirely well—that is, 
all that was left was well, but in hauling 
some blasti powder he managed to ignite 
it and the loss of one eye was the conse- 
quence, These were the principal accidents 


this man related, but he said he had had 


many minor ones. In spite of all 
he had been through he was well and 
claimed to be ready to fight any 
man of his age and weight, but complained 
that his biood was so thin that he was unable 
to keep warm even in summer. In olden 
time such aman would have been thought 
by the superstitious to be destined for the 
xallows, but there is some question whether 
hanging would be a successful operation. 
W hether the story is true or not, it is all pos- 
sible, and there is nothing in it that cannot be 
djuvlicated in the medical records, excepting 
the factofso mauy accidents occurring to 
the same victim, 

‘To multiply the list of men who have sur- 
vived mortal injuries,” or what have been 
supposed to be mortal, would be to make this 
article a catalog, as bintedabove. There are 
such cases without number, and each has iis 
own peculiarity. “ Bill” Poole, the gambler, 
itis well known, lived some days with a 
bullet in his heart. A negro in this city, 
some ten years ago, murdered his mistress 
and then cut his own throat with the 
same razor with which he had killed her. 
Then, with the irrational fear that sometimes 
animates would-be suicides, he ran away to 
escape arrest. He remained hidden in an 
outhouse for over forty-eight hours, Then, 
being hungary, he crawled out and surren- 
dered to the police. He was faint with the 
loss of blood, and his windpipe was com- 
pletely severed. An unfortunate man who 
hangs around an Eighth avenue saloon in 
this city carries a bulletin his brain cavity, 
which, it has been found by the use vf the 
“indicator” (used by surgeons), now lies 
some four inches below its first resting place. 
This bulletentered his temple—the hoie being 
still apparent-—durumg the War of the Re- 
bellion, He was a strict teetotaler before 
and during the War, but since he was shot he 
has had a terrible thirst for liquor. A com- 
mon remark of the saloonkeever ia, Don't 
give ‘Tom a Klass. It' ll make him dlind 
drunk.“ There is no end to such ca: 
but another branch of the subject shoul 
be mentioned. It is a well-known and com- 
mon fact a man may so babituate 
himself to the use of poisons (of many 
kinds) that he may take with impunity and 
carry around in his system a sufficient 
amount to kill fifty other men. Probably 
the conkmonest instance of this s in the use 
of nicotine. There are hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, of men in this city who have 
been in the habit for years of inhaling (not 
swallowing, but breathing) the smoke of 
cigars or cigarets. if any one of them 
should die aud an autopsy should be made 
his lungs could be squ in a common 
lemon-squeezer and enough of the pure oil 
of nicotine would exude to killa dozen, per- 
haps a hundred men. Yet the habit, despite 
what the doctors say, does not always kill, 
Or it it does the time it takes enables the 
victim to die of old age first. A less fre- 
quent Dut still common case is that of the 
abuse of laudanum. Two friends of the 
writer were once playing billiards and or- 
dered cocktails. One swallowed the other’s 
drink by mistake, and it took two physi- 
cians twelve hours to bring him out of his 
danger. The second player had the lauda- 
num habit, and what almost killed his friend 
was his ordinary drink. 

Not many months ago a man was taken to 
the Charity Hospital who had been fora long 
time the victim of the morphine habit. This 
had grown ou him to such an extent that the 
poison swallowed had no effect whatever 
upon him. He had to take it by hypodermic 
injection to Obtain me desired effect, and, be- 


m poor and without the proper tools, he 


would hack his skin with krife, or scissors, 
or any Y tool he could get and rub the 
poison in. inthis uncouth manner he took 
enough daily to kill an ordinary man adozen 
times over. A similar case with other poisons 
was reported last May by Dr. Thomas, of the 
Chambers Street Hospital, to whom was 
brought a gentleman who had shut himself 
up in a hotel-room and ate drank 
nothing but great quantities of cham- 
pagne. When he was brought to 
the hospital he called for bromide and 
chloral, saying he was in the habit of taking 
both. The usual amount of chloral given in 
such cases (he was bordering on delirium 
tremens) is fifteen grains, but, considering 
what be said, Dr. Thomas gave him thirty 
grains of chloral and ninety grains of bro- 
mide and repeated the dose in two bours. In 
twenty-four hours he had taken 685 grains 
of bromide and 273 grains of chloral, and the 
drugs bad not produced any ap nt result. 
in seventy-two hours be had taken 920 grains 
of bromide, 412 grains of chigral. and five- 
eighths of a grain of morphia.) This is said 
to have been a larger amount than is on 
record elsewhere, but the man got over his 
“spree” and laughed when the doctor 
warned him against a recurrence of it. 

With such cases in their books itis not 
marvelous that physicians always say, 
While there is life there is hope.” 


Cremation tn Kugland. 
New York Worla 

The cases of cremation in England to which 
allusion is made in tails morning's telegrams are 
likely to bring on an extended and exciting dis- 
cussion. The bodies cremated seein to have 
been those of Eliza Dean Patey. second wife of 
the Rey. Sir James Hanbam, seventh Baronet of 
the tine, and of ber daughter-in-law, Edith 
Mary. third wife of Commander Thomas Bur- 
nabas Hanßam. The English Cremation 
Society, soon after its formation in 
1874. obtained an opinion from Dr. 
Tristram and Mr. Meadows White to the effect 
that tne performance of the process of crema- 
tion was verfectiy legal to Eogland, provided 
that it involved no consequence waicb could be 
construed by any one ae anulisance. Bishop 
Rotfen, who was Urst appealed to, refused to 
permit the setting apart of a portion of the 
Great Northern Cemetery forthe erection of 
a crematorium, and after the society had 
erected a Gorini furnace at Woking so 
much outervy was raised that the projectors 
had to abandon the enterprise, or at least iet it 
fai) into abeyance for the moment This cre- 
matory was erected in March, 1874, when the 
Home Secretary, while admitting that the — 
posed practice was unaffected by existing law. 
deciared that, inasmuch as the reistravion of 
deaths bad always been assisted with burial, 
be was cunstraiped to conciude that cremation 
must first be approved by Parliament. He 
turther advised the councii of the society to ia- 
troduce a short bill into the House of Lords and 
not rely upon the opinions of counsel. Only a few 
weeks ago it waa reported that the Cremation 
— 2 had received a more formidable set- 
tack by the decision of the High Court of 
Justice in the Crookenden cause. eory Crook- 
enden, dying. left bie body to nis friend, Miss 
Eliza Williams. by whom it was to be cremated, 
his executors being charged witb defraying any 
expenses she might lucur. The executors and 
family, notwithstanding her protest, buried the 
body, but Miss Willtams obtained a permit to re- 
move it to any churchyard, where she did indeed 
deposit the remains, but not until they had 
been taken to Italy and duly cremated. Miss 
Williams sued the executors to recover the ex- 
penses of ber proceedings, but was defeated, 
the court holding that she bad obtained the 
license by misrepresentation and illegality; that 
there could be no property in a corpse, and that 
the provisions with regard to the delivery of the 
body were void, and, finally, cremation 
wus illegal. The decision, however, was reward- 
ed by very good authorities as opposed alike to 
good sense and the spirit and tendeney of mon- 
erp jaw in sue matters, and no concealment 
wus made of the intenuon to bring the subject 
to a test at no distant day.

DRESS. 


In Its Sanitary Aspect. 

At the British Sanitary Congress, held at 
Newcastle, a paper by Dr. Alfred Carpenter 
was read on the Sanitary Aspect of Dress.” 
He held that the work which rightly be- 
longed to the Sanitary Institute included 
everything which had reference to the house 
and its surroundings. Surveying social 
points associated with health questions, be 
insisted that the subject of clothing should 
have full consideration. There was a field of 
sanitary work in which the law had litte in- 
fluence, and that was in the way of the 
clothing of the people. If. he said, Partia- 
ment were to rule that imprisonment should 
follow the wearing of the *tchimney-pot” 
hat the prisons in the country would be in- 
sufftient to coutain those who would 
suffer martyrdom sooner than give up 
its use. Fortunately, the days were 
gone when the liberty of the subject in sach 
matters was interfered with by the law; but 
there was a power which wos greater than 
the law, and so long as “society” wleraed 
the tall hat that institution would fourish. 
But the day would come when the chhn- 
ney-pot” hat would disappear, eveu from 
the preparatory school, where it was still 
looked upon as indicating the march of in- 
tellect,” and separating particular schools 
from those of an inferior rank. It was in 


such schools considered “snobbish” no to 
wear the tall hat, and in the same way the 
Eton jacket and the Stock Exchange dress 
were prescribed bya custom trom which 
none dare depart. The custom“ and 
“fashion” might be unhealthy, buat the 
votaries did not know it, and there was no 
school to teach it. and tushion Wnored the 
teachings of common sense. Hence it was 
necessary the congress and the institute 
should deal with this subject 
influence public opinion respec bar-

He first directed attention to the foot, and 
said that not one-half of the population had 
really natural feet. The cause was not far to 
seek, for parents were forgetful of the fact 
that children’s feet had a tendency to grow 
larger as the children grew. It would be far 
better for children to be brought up without 
wearing any kind of boot at all than to have 
the muscles wasted, the bones distorted, and 
tne joints perverted in their action in the 
way in which it was the custom now to do 
among high and low, rich and poor. er- 
ring to high heels aud pointed toes, he said 
it certainiy argued a low taste and a 
very weak intellect when such things as 
these were worn by the lady who aspired to 
be considered as a “queen of society” and 
who wished to make a sensation among her 
fellows. High heels and poin toes must 
interfere with exercise, must ‘make the 
wearers suffer from want of muscular exer- 
tion, and therefore must lay the foundation 
for all those diseases which spring from dys- 
pepsia and its allies. It was this tendency to 
place ligatures on the other parts of the body 
as well as the foot which so often rendered 
human nature ridiculous and uced suf- 
fering of the most serious kind. The good 
sense of the English nation was abolishing 
2 from the list of articles which young 
3s wore, but they were sadly too much 
used even now. Health was sacri 
to figure, the viscera of the body were 
displaced"in the most extraordinary manner 
from tbe position which they should occupy, 
because it was thought by some thata slim 
waist was a thing of beauty. The way in 
which infants were clothed and ligatured, 
often to their fatal injury, and the materials 
in which they were enveloped, two thin in 
cold weather and two thich, heavy, and hot 
n summer, formed a very important subject 
hich he dealt with ‘in detail, and he also 
spoke of the use by manufacturers of 
arsenic, antimony, and lead as coloring ma- 
terials for the purpose of rendering ar- 
ticle heavy in the weighing scales. 
He also touched upon the manner in which 
linens and woolens were d and dis- 
8 for the market by the introduction of 
oreign earthy matters. In conclud he 
said that the neglect of the laws of morality 
of the lines of true beauty, and o 
correct sankary principles in mat- 
ters of dress was sufficient to — 
tify his short paper, and to give m 
a reason for calling the attention of the con- 
ress to some of the causes of continued il 
iealth among the community. That which 
Parliament dared not do, and which the 
Queen and court were unable to effect, 
would not be produced by the Sanitary Insti- 
tute; but as Parliament had to enact 
sumptuary laws because real khowledge and 
g sense were opposed to such enactments, 
so the Sanitary institute, by promulgating 
sound information upon the matters in ques 
tion, might influence public opinion and as- 
sist in bringing sense into power even 
ainong the votaries of fashion and the follow- 
ers of custom. ‘This might in time produce 
the desired effect, even more certainly than 
could be done by the Queen, the Lords and 
the Commons combined, or by compuision in 
any form,

ment to be made without contradiction. He 
thereby adopted it as his own and became 
responsible for it. Now, Mr. Louis 
Wahl had not authorized Chris Mamer 
to speak for him or to withdraw 
his name, or to say that he “would 
not accept the nomination unless it came 
to him unanimously.” It would have 
been foolish for him to have made 
such a statement, for everybody knew, and 
nobody knew better than Chris Mamer, 1 
Louis Hutt had been making a personal can 
vass for County Treasurer for months, and 
that the unanimous nomination of anybody 
was an impossibility. The withdrawal of 
Wahl's name under these circumstances was 
a trick and a fraud upon the convention, and 
it would forever destroy the political char- 
aveter of Mamer it he had any political char- 
acter to lose. It would seem that Ma- 
mer and his coadjutors had been 
studying too closely the methods by 
which Judge Folger obtained his nomination 
in New York. Forged proxies and fraudu- 
lent withdrawals are not instruments with 
which honorable gentiemen in Republican 
conventions have hitherto been expected to 
deal. The simple fact is, that Mamer, White. 
Swift, and their associates, who were earnest- 
ly advocating the nomination of Matson for 
Sheriff, thought they could make a better 
trade with Hutt than with Wahl's friends, 
and they sacrified Wahl with a falsehood at 
a most critical moment in the proceedings of 
the convention.

TAXATION IN ILLINOIS. 

Taxation in Lilinois is imposed and dis- 
tributed by laws, rules, and regulations which 
are in some particulars peculiar. ‘The Audit- 
or of State has just issued notice to the Clerks 
of ali counties and munieipalities in Lliinois 
to extend the tax for State purposes at the 
rate of three and six-tenths mills for the year 
1882—that is, at the rate of 36 cents per $100 
of taxable valuation. These figures, how- 
ever, do not by any means indicate the ex- 
tent or the degree of the taxation in this 
State. 

In the first place, all the property, real and 
personal, is assessed or valued by Town Col- 
lectors, and this is revised by County Boards, 
and the total valuations of each class ot tax- 
able property is forwarded to the State 
Board of Equalization. The findings of this 
board are final, the values of the different 
kinds of property in each county being re- 
duced or increased as the board shall deter- 
mine. The aggregate of these findings is de- 
ciared to be the equalized value of the tax- 
Able property of the State. In this list is In- 
cluded all save the taxable value of the capital 
stock and franchises of railroad and other 
corporations, whose value is otherwise ascer- 
tained. 

The taxable value or aasessment of the 
property in the State having been thus as- 
certained, it becomes the sole basis of taxa- 
tion within the State. On that is extended 
the rate needed to produce the revenue for 
all purposes of the State: it furnishes the 
basis on which all County, Town, and City 
Governments levy taxes for their respective 
government. The Legislature makes its ap- 
propriations for two years, and the Auditor, 
having before Him the valuation of the taxa- 
bie property, declares the rate of tax needed 
to produce from that valuation the income 
authorized by the Legislature. 

In County Governments the Constitution 
limits the rate of taxation forcounty purposes 
to 75 cents on each $100 of the State valua- 
tion of taxable property in the county. and to 
80 much tax in addition as way be necessary 
to pay the principal or interest of such 
county debt as was incurred before August, 
1870, 

City taxation is limited, for all municipal 
purposes, to 2 per cent of the State vaiua- 
tion of taxable property within the city juris- 
diction. It has been legally decided that the 
8 -pport of schools is nota municipal pur- 
bose; hence the limit of 2 per cent does 
not apply to taxes for that purpose. ) 

The great benefit of this form of assess- 


ment is, that taxes in all parts of the State and 


| 
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The tendency of the State Board has been 
to reduce the aggregate of the total equal- 
ized valuation. In 1873 the equalized value 
of taxable property in Llinois was over 
$1,355,000,000, In 1878 it had been reduced 
to $857,000,000, and in 1880 it was $786,000,000, 
and is now abolit $650,000,000, in the mean- 
time the actual value of the property re- 
turned has increased largely from 1873, when 
the Auditor placed it at $3,000,000,000. ‘The 
fair cash valuation of such property in 1882 
is not probably much less than 85,000, 000, 000. 

The reader will therefore compute for him- 
self the proportion of tax which he has to 
pay when the rate for State purposes, In- 
cluding»schools, is three and six-tenths mills, 
or 36 cents per $100, the total taxable valua- 
tion being $650,000,000, or an actual valuation 
of nearly elght times that amount. 

The municipal tax is restrained by the 
same valuation, and during the last nine 
years has been declining annually, not only 


in the rate, but in the aggregate. In like | 


manner the county and town taxation has 
been growing less and less every year. 

At the time when the new Constitution was 
adopted the State was still in debt, and the 
towns, counties, and cities were largely in- 
debted for bonds issued in aid of railroad 
corporations. These bonds were issued by 
the authorities, and given to the railroad 
companies in exchange for the capital stock 
of the corporations which had contracted to 
build the railways. There was a lively strife 
to have the railways, and consequently the 
bonds were voted unhesitatingly, thousands 
of persous vainly dreaming tat tle 
stock thus obtained would remain a 
source of in¢gome to the municipalities 
which had subseribed for it. Hardly any of 
the bonds thus issued bore less than 8 per 
cent interest, but the most of them called for 
10 per cent. These bonds found a ready 
market, and were sold promptl? by the com- 
panies and their construction companies, 
which companies very rapidly collapsed, and 
in the hands of bondholders the original 
stock soon vahished in smoke. For years 
several of these counties wasted much time 
and expense in litigation trying to escape 
from the debis thus recklesiy incurred. 
Other towns ahd smal! incorporated cities 
sunk under the load of debt, and for 
severa! years there was considerable distress 
because of the bankrupt or helpless condi- 
tion of a portion of the municipalities. 

Most of this, however, has been changed. 
Counties and towns have long since issued 
new bonds at 6 per cent interest and have 
taken up the old ones, and have paid por- 
tions of the principal, The payments of prin- 
cipal on all this bonded debt have been at 
times small, but they have been continuous. 
The principal was in excess of $15,000,000, 
and at one time there was an accumulation 
of several years’ unpaid interest, amounting 
in some instances to as much as the princi- 
pal. At this time all this indebtedness with 
comparatively few exceptions has been ar- 
rangea. The old indebtedness has been re- 
placed with new bonds and lower interest, 
and. though we have not the exact figures, 
we think that in addition to the regular pay- 


ment of interest there has been possibly one- . 


fourth ofthe principal paid off. 
daily decreasing. 

Municipalities in this State are in check in 
the matter of incurring indebtedness. No 
debt can be contracted when the existing 
debt exceeds 5 per cent of the State valua- 
tion of taxable property, though each munic- 
ipality can levy what tax it may please to pay 
off any existing indebtedness or to pay the 
interest thereon. The desire in the agri- 
cultural counties to pay off these interest- 
bearing old debts is general throughont the 
State. 

Taxation in Llinois, therefore, whether in 
the city or in the country, in the improved 
lands under farms, or the improved real es- 
tate in Chieago and other cities, is perhaps 
lower than in most States. The State of Lili- 
nois is free of debt and has considerable 
regular income. The local indebtedness is 
fast disappearing. No new indebtedness is 
forming. The aggregate value of the real 
and personal taxable property is in excess of 
$5,000,000,000 ; the total valuation for taxable 
purposes is only $650,000,000, The rate of 
tax for State purposes is 36 cents per $100: 
for city purposes it is $2 per $100; for county 
purposes 75 cents per $100. With these fig- 
ures the rate of taxation in this State may be 
regarded ag reasonably moderate—certainly 
notso extravagant as to cause men to flee 
into other lands.

NO BOOMS IN THE BUSINESS SITUA- 
TION. 

A great difference is noticeable between 
the business conditions now and a year ago. 
Then, when the country was released from 
the strain and depression that had come with 
President Garfield’s illness, it rebounded into 
speculations that carried up the prices of se- 
curities and commodities to figures where 
they could not stay. There were “ booms” 
in half a dozen different directions. Busi- 
ness grew to a volume it has not since 
reached. This unnatural activity followed 
short crops. 

A much more sober state of things exists 
now. Clearings are less than they were last 
year, and trade reports generally are ofa 
quiet ehargeter. Iron remains low and dull, 
and its condition is fully as good an index of 
the industrial condition of the country as the 
clearings are. Railroads show an increase in 
earnings, as this year they are getting full 
rates, while last year they were at war. Six- 
ty-two roads report average earnings of $623 
a mile in September, 1882, against $605 a 
mile in the same month last year. Fifty 
roads report earnings of 8199,000,000 in the 
past nine months, against $177,000,000 in the 
corresponding months of 1881. With abun- 
dant crops and so large a hole to fill up as 
was left by the short crops of last year, rail- 
road business is likely to continue fair. A 
great deal of interior distribution of the 
crops must be done, even if the foreign de- 
mand be restricted. 

A coutraction of $24,916,800 in loans in 
New York) since Aug. 24 and a decline of 
over $100,000,000 in the values of the leading 
securities on the New York Stock Exchange 
in the last few weeks sufficiently indicate 
that the present tendencies of business are 
not in favor of booms and expansion. For- 
eign exchahge, which appeared to be sinking 
to the specic-import point, has turned the 
other way, and began to rise. The New 
York bank, though they have gained in re- 
serves, and have converted a deficit of S2. 271. 
85 on Sept. 25 inte a surplus of $1,855,400 
above the legal reserve, are still sending the 
West more|currency than they receive. Last 
week they bent out $1,000,000 to the interior 
in excess pf all their receipts from other 
points, | 

It is 0 to notice that the present 
quiet tendency of business follows a most 
excellent cfop, while the wild speculation of 
last fall in goods and securities came right 
after a disastrous shortage. When it was 
first realized a few weeks ago that the crops 
whieh had seemed in doubt would be excel- 
lent a strong advance took place in Stock 
Exchange securities, and the tone of the 
commercial centres improved. Large ius 
portations | ordered on all hands, in an- 
licipation af a heavy demand for goods, and 
speculators in stocks, bonds, mines, and a 
thousand r things that had been hanging 
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took heart of hope and pre- 
dump their holdings on the public.

tailed to arrive. In this emergency the East- 
ern papers call upon the Western farmers to 
throw thelr produce on the market at any 
price. This would ‘give the railroads a vast 
acvession of business, and would swell the 
eXports 80 as to offset the excessive importa- 
tions of luxuries, 

New York is banking on a huge aggrega- 
tion of collaterals, a great deal of which con- 
sists of worthless stocks and bonds that have 
been created out of nothing in the last two 
or three years. To sustain these fictitious 
values it wants two things: a return of cur- 
rency from the West and a sale without re- 
serve of Western products. But the West 
has grown rich and keeps more and more 
every year or the currency sent out by New 
York. It does not have to remit most of its 
receipts, as in the early days, back to New 
York in payment of indebtedness. Jay 
Gould’s organ in New York pleads editorial- 
ly with the Western farmers to market their 
products, “Our agricultural 
it says, “and in fact all our interests, require 
that the farmers should turn their products 
into cash instead of holding off for higher 
prices.” But the Western farmers are today 
probably the most independent body in the 
world. Their position is Infinitly stronger 
than that of the financiers and kite-flyers of 
Wall street. They have paid off the mort- 
gages on their farms. They have money, and 
they do not propose to be guided by Wall 
street’s judgment in marketing the crops 
they have produced with so much labor. 

It there is any weak poiut in our financial 
condition it is in the excessive importations 
of foreign luxuries and the crazy specula- 
tions of the East in watered stocks and 
bonds. Our imports are steadily run- 
ning ahead of our exports. In forty- 
one weeks this year since Jan. 1 
the merchandise imports at New York have 
been $52,113,693 greater than in the corre- 
sponding period of last year, while the ex- 
ports have been $38,134,907 less—an adverse 
difference of $90,248,695, A New York dealer 
in household decorations lately declared that 
a man of means now spends $5 for luxuries 
| where he used to spend only $). An era of 
extravagance has set in. What things cost 
has become a secondary consideration. The 
costiiest of imported wares—-whether vases, 
statuary, plaques, bronzes, or pictures—sell 
as readily as the cheap imitations of them 
did three or four years ago. Rich people are 
building costly houses; somebody moves up 
into thé house they leave, and so on down 
the line. Every one goes up a peg. Ten 
dollars a yard are paid for goods to match 
$3-a-yard brocades. Among the popular nov- 
eltles in the New York dry-goods stores are 
velvet brocades selling at $20 te $37 a yard. 

It is this extravagance of the rich and their 
imitators that is draining the resources of 
the country. Importatious are increasing in 
consequence at the rate of $100,000,000 a year, 
while exports are declining. The Western 
farmer, who is holding his grain, is at least 
keeping in the country something that is real 
wealth, but the votaries of extravagance who 
are bringing in shiploads of foreign luxuries 
are using up their morals and money to- 
gether. ‘ ! 


MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

Municipal reform is likely to play a con- 
spicuous part in American politics of the 
future. It has been brought to the front in 
the New York campaign this year in the 
shape of a demand for home rule, inde- 
pendent of legislative interference, and that 
itis not a vital issue is only because both 
parties practically agree in their platforms 
upon the subject. The men who contribute 
notably to the improvement of city govern- 
ment are rewarded with rapid political ad- 
vancement. The eandidates for both Gov- 
esnor and Lieuteuaut-Governor on the New 
York Democratic ticket are known chiefly 
as Reform Mayors.“ The Mayor of Brook- 
Iyn has also been brought into exceptional 
prominence by his active codperation with 
the business element of that city in establish- 
ing business principles in the control 
ot city affairs. The attention of the 
Brooklyn people is now to be direct- 
ed to the extravagance and inexpediency 
of sustalumg a dual government for admin- 
istering the affairs of a single community. 
The Controller of that city in his annua! re- 


twentieths of the taxes raised in the county 
are contributed by the city, and yet two dis- 
tinct sets of officers are elected and two sal- 
aries are paid where one would suffice. This 
is not all. The double expense extends 
largely to public works, public charities, and 
all the concerns of local government. He 
concludes: “Obviously the time is ripe fora 
change, whatever may be attempted by the 
short-sighted and obstinate to retard it.“ 

Chicago is asufferer along with other large 
cities from the curse of a dual government. 
The cities of Illinois are protected more than 
most other cities of the country from legis- 
lative interference by the constitutional 
prohibition of special Jegislation, and the 
limitation put upon municipal debts in 
this State has saved Chicago from a vast 
amount of plunder that would otherwise 
have been exacted from the taxpayers. But 
there are still many radical abuses to be 
rooted out, and among these isthe mainte- 
nance of supertiuous offices and conflicting 
elements of local government. The in- 
terests of Cook County are identical 
with the interests of Chicago. Every resi- 
dent of the county, whether domiciled in the 
suburbs and doing business in the city or 
raising vegetables outside the municipal 
limits for the city markets, has a common in- 
terest in the economical and harmonious ad- 
ministration of local affairs. Taxes are in- 
creased and the efficiency of local govern- 
ment diminished by the distinction main- 
tained ‘between the City, County, and Town 
Governments. It has come to be universally 
conceded that the insufficiency and inequal- 
ity of the property assessments cannot be 
corrected so long as different sections of 
the city shall be assessed by different sets of 
officials, each chosen by constituents of arbi- 
frary divisions. Probably a million of dollars 
could have been saved to the taxpayers in 
the single item of erecting a public building 
if that work had been under the control of 
one instead of two official bodies. The af- 
fairs of a compact community cannot be 
economically and efficiently managed by a 
number of independent, disjointed, and clash- 
ing boards or systems of government. This 
diversity of authority is vurely artificial, and 
there is no compensation for its maintenance 
except to the professional tax-eaters, who 
are thus enabled to growin numbers and 
enlarge in voracity. 


A USEFUL work has been undertaken by 
me New York Bar Assgciation in the ap- 
pointiuent of a committee to prepare a plan 
lor lmyproving the methods of legislation of 
the State. This is a reform which will 
sooney or later be forced upon all of the 
States, and upon the National Legislature as 
well. Some valuable improvements have 
been made on existing practices by the En-

English experience 
has proved that an improved service is ren- 
dered at a reduced cost to the public by ap- 
plying to telegraphic correspondence the 
same principles which govern correspond- 
ence by mail, Business progress certainly 
demands equal faeilities and the minimum 
cost of service in both systems of communi- 
cation.

It bought 
up telegraph lines at a capitalization more 
or less fictitious, and then discovered that it 
was loaded down with rotten poles, defective 
wires, obsolete apphances, and burdensome 
contracts which greatly impeded the achieve- 
ment of cheap rates and efficient service. 
it would be supreme folly for the American 
Government to repeat this error. The 
capital stock of the Western Union 
Company represents abundant water- 
ing, the payment of immense bo- 
nuses for crushing out competition, the 
absorption of blackmailing schemes, the 
losses of bad management in rival compa- 
nies, and the manipulations that have been 
made in the stock by various parties. in con- 
trol. It has been roughly estimated that 
$25,000,000 would duplicate the actual plant 
represented by the $80,000,000 of. Western 
Union eapital stock, and the advantages of 
new material, improved methods, and more 
substantial construction would make the 
smaller investment more valuable than the 
larger. There is no claim upon the Govern- 
ment to assume all the past losses, all the 
bad investments, and all the cost of buying 
off competition which the Western Union 
capitalization represents in the interest of 
monopoly.

The Court—* Clerk, read the verdict.”

The next morning the sentence was carried 
into execution, and Palmer was shot. |

THE FENAYRON MURDER TRIAL—CONVIC-

The second trial of the Fenayrons for the 
murder of the apothecary, Aubert, on May 18 
last has resulted in the acquittal of Lucien 
and the conviction of Marin and Gabrielle 
Fenayron, who have been senteneed to penal 
servitude for life.

THE SACRED CARPET. 


Facets About the Annual Pilgrimage 
from Catro to Mecea. 
Pnritadetphia Press. 


The cable announced a few days ago that 
the camel bearing the sacred Mahmal” had 
met with an aecident by coming in contact 
with a telegraph-pole while on its way from 


Cairo to Mecca, and that it was thought nat 


the caravan would in consequence of the 
mishap be foreed to retrace its steps, instead 
of proceeding to the holy eity of Meeea. To 
the uninitiated this step will appearsingular, 
but those who have lived among Turks and 
have studied their religion will understand 
the necessity of this retrograde movement. 
Ever since the Saracens occupied Egypt, 
Cairo has enjoyed the privilege of forwarding 
the Mahmal. or holy carpet, to the tent of 
the Prophet; and, although of late years the 
Sultans of Sonstantinople have attempted to 
replace the Viceroy of Egypt in this respect, 
the whole of the Mohammedan clergy have 
strenuously objected to the usurpation. This 
event, which is one of the most important 
amongst the many ceremonies and observ- 
auees of the Mostem religion, oceurred this 
year under circumstances unusually inter- 
esting and significant, as for the first time in 
history has this procession been guarded 
and escorted by Christian troops. The 
“Mahmal” is a carpet of fixed dimensions, 
manufactured during the year within the 
Ottoman dominions, and selected by the 
Sultan as the dest of year’s make, 
and is sent from Constantinople to 
Egypt by a special vessel, in which also 
takes passage the Sultan’s clerical delegate, 
who does not return to his master withouta 
receipt, not only from the Khedtve, but from 
the Grand Shereef of Mecca also. It is of 
elaborate and beautiful workmanship, and is 
inteuded to be placed over the Prophet's 
shrine, called the Kibleh, at Mecca. This 
ear however, is not sent empty to the 
„ Holy and Suining, even as gold, City,” as 
the Rhedive fills it with presents of gold, 
precious stones, and money as an offering to 
the Moslem Jerusalem; and, in order that 
the treasure may not be stolen or disturbed, 
seals up the carpet with huis private seal; 
and, as in ali probability the seals have been 
deranged by the carpet striking a telegraph 
pole or wire, the elerical delegate men- 
tioned above dare not present himself before 
the Grand Shereef. as this exalted personage 
would, no doubt, accuse him of having 
broken the seals and stolen partof the con- 
tents of the carpet. 

A new carpet is sent to Mecca annually, 
the oid one bemg returned to Cairo and de- 
posited in the Sulimanieh Mosque, appro- 
priated for this partieuſar honor. sauc- 
tity of the old covering on its return irom 
Mecea is undoubted, and the true believers 
hold it in great veneration besides attaching 
many important virtues and charms to it. 
Those who, through sickmess or age, are un- 
able to journey all the way to the Holy City, 
believe that a visit to the mosque containing 
the carpet which only last year covered the 
tomb of the Prophet will be equivalent to a 
visit to Mecea itself, and those who are in 
trouble or sickness ate supposed to be cured 
by touching it. Should, however, oue of the 
faithful be so ill that he cannot goto where 
the earpet is, the Imaam, or priest of the 
Sulimanich Mosque will allow a relative 
or friend of the sick person to puil 
one single thread out of the 2 which 
will cure the patient on its i tied 
on the suffering limb, and should it fail it is 
said that the Prophet requires the sufferer in 
Hieaven, and that no medical skill can save 
him or ber, as the caxe may be. Great re 
spect is therefore paid to the ceremony of its 
departure, and also on its return, by all sects 
of Moslems. * 

It was formerly sent under a strong mili- 
tary escort, which aecompan it all the 
way to Mecea, perpetually fighting tribes of 
Bedouins, Who besides killing and robbing 
thousands of the pilgrims, often decamped 
with the holy carpet itself; but of late terms 
have been wade with the Becouins, who, for 
a fixed sum of money, not only do not attack 
the caravan, but also actasa guard to pro- 
tect it against hordes of hungry Kurds 
‘lartars, who are ever roaming about the des- 
ert like birds of prey. A vast number of per- 
sons always assemble at Cairc from all parts 
of the East, many coming to witness the de- 
parture only, and others to take advantage 
of the protection afforded them, by the pres- 
ence of the Bedoulns accompanying the 
camel with its sacred burden. 

This concourse goes under the name of 
the Great Caravan, and often numbered up- 
wards of 60,000 persons. Lately, however, 
the dangers of he pier to Mecca have 
been much lessen by the establisnment of 
a line of steamers belong to the Egyptian 
Government, which ply between Suez and 
Yeddah, the nearest port to Mecca. Still, 
thousands of the more enthusiastic, and es- 

ecially the unedueated, attracted probably 
by the romance of the thing, preter encoun- 
tering the dangers and difficulties of the old 
route, and, although it is also by far the 
niost expensive, still accompany the Mah- 
mal.” The Great Caravan is now, however, 
fast declining. It is sing —— and with 
it, probably, much of superst tion which 
may be considered the mainstay of Islam- 
ism. Safer, more rapid, and less expensive 
nieans of transit have taken the place of the 
perilous overland route. 

A few days after the fall of Arabi Pasha 
and the occupation of Cairo by Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, aspace of ground of convenient 
size, outside the railway station, was held by 
British troops composed of a battalion of the 
Guards under Prince Arthur, one battalion 
of Grenadier Guards, somesquadrons of cay- 
alry in rear of the latter, composed of the 
Household Brigade and Life Guards in 
chain-mail, and in rear of the guards a bat- 
tery of six field-pieces was in position and 
saluted at given times. ‘The camel bearing 
the holy Mahmal“ 2 at the gate of 
the mosque, facing the railway depot; a 
species of smali tent glittering in elaborate 
gold embroidery studded with precious stones 
sereen the sacred fabric from the vulgar 
gaze, he splendid animal. which was 
beautifully white, was also covered with 
gold trap 8. and appeared to be aequainted 
with the fact that this was its last tedious 
journey. as 2 to custom the 
camel bearing the holy “ Mahma]” becomes 
holy itself, anc must do po more work, but is 
maintained at Mecca in a state of luxury and 
idleness for the rest of its life. On asecond 
camel was the Sultan’s delegate and guard- 
ian of the sacred carpet; ou a third one was 
an aged pri with snow-white robed 
in white silk, ing the green ard of 
the prophet; and on a fourth was seated a 
half-witted man with a profusion of hair 
upon his head and face, and indeed upon 
nearly every part of his nearly naked body. 
On account of his insanity he is esteemed as 
a saint, and is known by name of Sheich- 
el-Gamel.

HOW TO MESMERIZE. 


Means by Which the Subject Is Thrown 
into a Trance. 

A recent writer on the mysteries of mesmer- 
ism Says: I lay it down as a matter which cau 
be verified by all who are curious enough to try 
it, that the mesmerie conditions can be produced 
without the supposition of a subtte fluid, witb- 
out the use of the cabalistic passes of the mes- 
merist, without the bouquet, the magnetic rod, 
orany of the mysterious means employed by the 
professionals to higbten the effect of what woul 
be tot simple and too unattractive if performed 


Kruiguttordwardly. The directions are tasse: 
Piace the person to be operated on naturally in 
a chair. With your left band suspend by a 
string, about a foot from the eyes, some small 
1 dark marble, or a bright steel ball, or 
a diamond—it matters pot what, though some- 


thing brigbt is, perhaps, preferavie. Direct the 
subjec to fasten bis eyes and conceptre his at- 
tention on the object. Slowly raise your left 
hand until the object is aa far above the eyes of 
the patient as is compatible with his guzing 
steadily at it Watch his eyes. At ftirat you will 
see the pupils contract, but after a few seconds 
they willexpanéd rapidly. When they are at the 
point of greatest expansion, move the first two 
fingersof your right bend from tbe object d. 
rectly toward the eyes, the fingers being sepa- 
rated, forktike, to embrace both eyes. As the 
fingers approach the eves, will close, and the sub- 
ject will be unable to open them. After a quar- 
ter of a minute the subject will be thorougbiy 
under control, so that the operator may make 
him believe whatever he tells bim. Left quiet, 
the subject will sink into a profound torpor, 
during which his ears may be pierced, bis checks 
sewed to bis nose, and even a finger eut off 
without pain. To arouse bim—aene this fs an 
important step—wind, either from a bandbel- 
lows, should be directed aguinst bis eyes, or eise 
bis eyes should be tickeled witha feather. 

Tue rationale of the method is simpie. The 
fixed stare of the subject fatigues his retina 
nerves, and when the operator's fingers approach 
the eyelids close, as eyolids always do when 
the cyes are threatened. But the fatigue of the 
nerves has p musculer fatigue as well, 
transient puraiysis of the eyelids Bus resulted. 
and they cunsot be ed. The eyelids being 
then closed. the delicate froutal nerves exhaust- 
ed, and the mind mace vacant by monotonous 
atteution to one subject, the patient is in a 
condition to fall asieep—and he does fall asleep.

ANTI-PROHIBITION RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. Burke asked leave do present a 
resolution. Objections’ were raised, and 
the Chair ruled it out of the regu- 
lar order of business. Mr. 3 ae 
upon moved a suspension o ie rules. 
ana the motion was seconded, but the Chair 
beld he was out of order. Mr. Burke up- 
pealed from the decision of the Chair, and 
after some further parley the motion to sus- 
pend the rules was put. ‘The noes seemed

Ver for, and the roli-cali was proceeded with. 


Col. Perce, of the Twelfth Ward, thought 
it was due the delegates to know exacily 
what they were voting for. Burke interrupt 
ed long enough to offer the rese/ution to the 
Secretary to be read to the convention. It 
was generally thought that the resolution 
was one declaring against prohibition, but, as 
the Chairman refused to countenance the 
resolution in any manner, unless it was unan- 
imously oulled for by the convention, the mo- 
tion to suspend the rules went to a vote, 
without any announcement as to the vature 
of the resolution. The motion was carried by 
a vote of 153 yeas, and 122 nays. 

Mr. Burke then came to the platform, and 

after two interruptions from South Side 
delegates who moved the appointment of a 
Committee on Resolutions of five wembers, 
to whom should be referred without reading 
all resolutions introduced before the con- 
vention, read his product. The resolutiors 
were as follows: 
Tuo Republican party of Cook County, in con- 
vention assembled, reatirms the sentiment 
which, in the platiorm adopted by the Philade)- 
phia National Convention of 1872, is expressed 
iu these words, viz.: 

“The Republican party proposes to respect 
the rigbts reserved by the veopie to themselves 
as carefully as the powers delegated by them to 
the State and to the National Government. It 
disapproves of the resort to unconstitutional 
laws tor the pu of removing eviis by ſuter- 
ference with mgbts not surrendered by the peo- 
ple to either the State or Nationa: Government. 

“Tpose rights not surrendered by the people 
to either the State or National Goveroment in- 
clude the rights of conscience, of religion, and 
of personal regimen, which rights were are 
constant eltforts made to abridge or destroy by 
sumptuary and probibitury luws, or laws for the 
euforcewment of religious Observances Unat are 
pot binding upoo the conscience of any. 

In ace with our Nauonal platform of 
1872, we oppose all such pronibitory, or sumptu- 
ary, or ecclesiastical legislation which aims at 
the curtailment or destruction of these iuulien- 
able rigbts, which the people, in formtug State 
and National Governments, have reserved to 
themselves. 

And we further utterly rejectand spurn the 
octrive lately proclaimed by the Democracy of 
an Eastern State (Connecticut), “tbat in the 
people, acting through a majority of the voters, 
there is vested as absolute and despotic a 
wer as in other countries is wi either 
one man—the Czar of Kussia—or u body of 
men—viz.: the British Parliament; a power so 
absolutely unlimited that it may at its awn will 
play bavoc with those inalienabie rights whico 
iu the Deciaration of Lndependence eyery bu- 
man be is endowed by the Creator. 

Remembering well the origio and bistory of 
the Republican party, which in its infancy

cru the rine that a majority of 
the le might by its imperious will impose 
the s institution of slavery upon the 
unwilling minority, we earnestiy and solemniy 
deny the right of u majority of the people to de- 
stroy with one fell swoop miilions of property 
earned in legitimate business pursuits, and to 
outiaw thousands of peacetul, law-abiding citi- 
zens: and further, believing that religion, tem- 
perance, and mérais can be best inculcated by 
the school and the home: 

We, therefore, utterly condemn and denounce, 
as a measure essentially unrepuviican and 
despotic, the adoption of constitutional mend- 
ments prohibiting the manufacture and sale of 
fermented or distilled beverages, and iustruct 
our Representatives in the State Legisiature 
not only to resist and oppose all proposidons to 
destroy individual freedom by prohibitory, 
sumptuary, or ecclesiastical laws, but especially 
to resist and oppose every etiort (to submit to a 
vote of the people any constitutional amend- 
ment like those lately adomed in Kansas and 
Iowa. or any proposition destructive of those 
inalienable rights which, in every true popular 
Government, are, and ought to » placed he- 
yond the power of a majority vote. 

The adoption of the resolutions having 
been moved and seconded, Mr. Raymond said 
the convention had not been called for the 
purpose of building a platform for the Re- 
publican party. There was no necessity for 
it and no propriety init. It was only a few 
days ago that the Democratic party had 
made one of their periodical mistakes, and 
were now waiti for the Republicans to 
make another. If me nominces of the con- 
vention could not go before the people with- 
out the assistance which a platform would 
give them they were not deserving of the nom- 
inations awarded chem. He understood that 
some Democratic Jawyers had drafted reso- 
lutions designed to be presented before the 
convention, and it looked to him very much 
as if this was one of them. He declared in 
an emphatic manner that the resolutions were 
not appropriate to anything or anydody, and 
he therefore moved that the motion to adopt 
them be laid on the table.

Messrs. E. M. Phelps, Frank G. Hoyne, 
William Best, M. J. Wentworth, Col. Tour- 
telotte, and Ald. Wickersham, the committee 
appointed to wait upon Mr. J. W. Doane, 
ealled upon that gentleman last evening and 
eudeavored to induce him to accept the 
Dewocratic nomination for Congress in 
First District.

ANOTHER MYSTERY. 


A Supposed Murder Which Turns Out to 
Se Death trom Whisky. 

Ten days ago, when the dead body of James 
H. Smith was found in Lake Michigan, the 
South Side police were asked to look around for 
the mau or men Who were thought to have 
robbed him and then thrown him in the water; 


the post-moriem, however, demonstrated the 
fact that sirong drink was undoubtedly re- 
sponsible for Mr. Smith's sudden takiug off. 
A few days later the West Side police came for- 
wurd with another “ wurder-or-suicide” affair 
in the death of the woman Mable Warren, and 
they arrested the man whose mistress 
she had deen, and also a suspected 
woman. But the Coroner’s inquest 
knocked the murder theory out of time im the 
West Side case us elfectuaily as did the post- 
mortem in the South Side case. The North side 
police yesterday found that their turn bad 
come to deal witha mysterious death pointing 
to murder. They investigated it, and. without 
Waiting tor either post-mortem or inquest, de- 
cided that there bud been no foul play. The 
victim in this third and last case of tne mys- 
terious series wus a Machinist named Leajanmino 
Simpkins. He was employed in the luctory 
ot E. M. Horan & Bros, manufacturers 
of gas muchines and fixtures at Nos. 88 and 40 
Huron street. About 7 o'clock yeyerday morn- 
ing his dead body was found lying on the tloor 
of the factory, not far from the entrance to the 
roow whica be occupied as a sleeping apart- 
meat. There were some ugly-looking vruises o 
the face of tne corpse, both eyes being — 
ened and marks of severe blows appearing on the 
rigut temple and bridge of the nose. There 
Wus Also a large bruise on the right shoulder A 
wooden matiet lying near tue corpse bad sume- 
thing on one end of it that looked like 
a littie pated of hair the color of the dead man's 
beard. At tirst giance it would appear from all 
these circumsiauces that wpe wan

appear very different. In 8 first 1 
bruises were evidentiy two be three Guys oid, 
and it was equally evident that Simpkins bad 
left bis bed very shortiy before bis death. The 
bed sdowed that it bud been occupied during 
the nigot; Simpkins’ clothes were hungiug on a 
nail near the bed, and bis body when fouud was 
attired only in shirt and socks. More than ail 
that, it transpired that the man's death closed a 
long debuuch—be wus greatly addicted todrink— 
and that during the two or three days preceding 
be had participated in a number of saloon fignts. 
There were nv blood- marke On the floor were 
the body was found, or on the body, and no ev 
dences of a scuffle, Simpkins had not worked 
since Saturday, when be was puld $12. Saturday 
Dght be bad a gut in a saioon at the corner of 
Chicago avenue and Kingsbury street, and 
inthe same place he had another little set-to 
Monday night.

Steamship Agents No Longer ANeowed 
to Sell Orders for Railroad Tickets 
from Western Points in Connection 
With Steamship Tickets. 

At the late meeting of the Joint Executive 

Committee held In New York, the Grand 
frank Railway objected to the steamship 
companies issuing orders for tickets over the 
railroads from interior points to the sea- 
board. | It was urged that in conseqtenee of 
the privilege to aet 4s agents, heretofore 
granted to steamship companies, the busi- 
hess Of certain railroads, particularly the 
Michigan Central, was increased beyond the 
percentage allowed by the pool. Although 
the Michigan Central contended that it had 
no undue advantage on account of that 
privilege being granted to steamship agents, 
yet the following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That from and after Oet. 20 no orders 
for east-bound tickets from differestial-fare 
points in the West to differential-fare points in 
the East shall be accepted from steawsbips or 
other agents. except such as way be especially 
uutnortzed by mutual agreement. 

The steamship agents feel very sore on ac- 
count of this action having been taken, as it 
will prevent them from selling through 
tiekets from Western peints to Europe, and 


will therefore cause them cousiderabie an- 
noyance. 


Allthe Cincinnati Business of the Van- 
dalla Line Transferred to the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton & Indianapolis.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 17.—dueh to the 
surprise of everybody not in the secret, a 
meeting of the operating officials of the Van- 
dalia Line and Cincinnati, Hamilton & Ip- 
dianapolis Road was held today, at which 
arrangemeuts were perfected by which all of 
the Cincinnati business of the Vandalia is to

AMUSEMENTS. 


Mun and Burleigh in Othelle. 

It is well for the Miln-Burlegh combina- 
tion that Hamlet“ and not Othello was 
selected for the opening night, otherwise the 
house would hardly have been so good as it 
last night was. Not that the performace was 
altogether wanting in merit and even excel- 
lenee of an eminently respectable and me- 
dioere sort, but it was dreary, flat, and spir- 
itiess; of that kind beloved neither by gods 
nor men. Col. Burleigh’s personation of the 
Moor reminds ove of a certain’ bibulous sa- 
vant’s'recipe for punch. The ingredients, so 
far as they went, were excellent, the water of 
a right temperature and not overiced, the 
lemon and sugar most exactly proportioned, 
and everything carefully and artisticaliy pro- 
pared and mixed—but by an unfortunate 
oversight the whisky had been left out. So 
with the Colonel’s Othello. His make-up is 
aduiirable, bis presence noble and command 
ing, his action dignitied, his motions grace- 
ful, his elocution after the best models, his 
conception not unscholarly, but there 8 no 
soul. The animating spirit, the luspiratlon, 
the genius—call it what you please-—which 
should dominate the whole, and give 
to the lesser virtues of elocution and 
bearing character and unity was 
not there; and for its absence no 
-feminine graces of delivery or rare spasimodic 
outbursts of simulated passion could atone. 
It may be that Mr. Burleigh, te use an im- 
pressive vulgarism, was not in his usual 
form,’ but whether this was 80 or not, the 
fact remains haz his whole bearing oppressed 
one throughout with a sense of anticipations 
cherished but never realized, and a gen- 
eral feeling of flatuess and unsatis- 
faction. Even the famons defense of 
Othello’s wooing and marriage failed 
to satisfy, as, although individually the 
lines were admirably given, the chaagefal 
delivery and overniodalation of voice made 
the general impression of a scattered and un- 
satisfactory kind. Nor did Mr. Burleigh 
improve with the deepening action; his too 
prolonged moaning and his overindulgence 
in loud, effeminate sighs detracting froin the 
virility and iimpressiveness of the delivery, 
and giving it at times a lackadaisical effect. 
At the same time itis but fair to add that 
there were not wanting good points suggest- 
ive of greater capabilities than found expres- 
sion last night, and it would be no surprise to 
tind Mr. Burieigh ultimately asserting his 
right te an honorable place in the profes- 
sion. Only, in order to do so, he must throw 
off the spirit of lethargy. if lethargy it was, 
that last evening seemed to freeze and en- 
feebie his energies. 

But if the Otello was unsatisfactory what 
can be sald of Mr. Miln’s Jago, a personation 
in which the chief thing villainous wes the 
acting? Faults which in Hamlet, from the 
elevated and metaphysical nature of the 
play, seemed rather to be stiggested than 
actually present, were developed into 
vices: little tricks of action and delivery, 
into Offensive manne¢risuis; a tendency to 
overdo, into the most bombastic and ear- 
spliting rant; and a slowness and Over-par- 
ticularity of utterance into a painful and 
labored straining after effect, that left the 
rendition uurelieved| by fine gradations of 
light and color. Instances of Mr. Miin’s 
lamentable want ot taste, and fatal prone- 
ness to overact crowd upon the wind; 
notebly the passages which wind up 
respectively with “Perdition eatch my 
soul, but 1 do love thee,” “Till 
lam even with him, wife for wife,” “I 
have it; uu is engendered,” “ Knavery’s 
plain force is never seen till used,” and 
Make the net that shall enmesh them all“ 
—which last he accompanied with a ridicu- 
lous evolution of both hands that would cer- 
tainly have provoked laughter from a less 
patient and friendly audience. 

Worse still was his inartistic protrusion of 
self. Mr. Mihi should remember that Jago 
is not the only, or even the chief, personage: 
that in order te bring vut the full meaning df 
the original the role of villain should be 
delicately subordinated to Othello; and that 
to be ever striving to coneentrate a)) the at- 
tention on oneself is the worst vice of which 
an actor can be guilty. Norcan Mr. Miln be 
credited with a just or even intelligent con- 
ception of the character: his humor being 
forced and elephantine; his delivery labored 
to a degree; and the entire rendering utterly 
devoid of air, shading, variely, and light. 
Finally, it is to be hoped he will never again 
attempt to sing the drinking sung in Act II. 

Of the support accorded these gentlemen 
it might be charitable to say nothing, except 
in the case of Brabuntio, which was quite 
the best bit of acting in the entire perform- 
ance, and the Desdémona of Miss Allen, 
which, if lacking dignity, refinement, and re- 
pose, Was yet intelligent and spirited. The 
“business” throughout was opitifaily 
bungled, and though the applause was loud 
and generous, it yet lacked, hotably as the 
play proceeded, that ring of genuine and 
spontaneous heartiness which, it is to be 
hoped, Mr. Burleigh’s acting will yet evoke. 


The Thureby Concert at Central Music- 
Hall. 

A lar@e audience of music-loving people 
extended a hearty welcome to Miss Emma 
Thursby last night on the oceasion of her re- 
appearance, after two years’ absence abroad. 
The artiste might with good reason feel 
proud at winning the tavor of 80 eritical an 
assemblage, while the auditors themselves 
reeeived even more pleasure than was an- 
ticipated, enjoyed a concert, of unusual ex- 
cellenve, and listened to a program carefully 
prepared and adwirably interpreted. Miss 
Thursby has many strong personal claims 
upon an American audience. Refinedin her 
manner, and attractive in personal appear- 
ance, she is wnassuming, modest, and lady- 
like upon the stage. Moreover she is a 
Brookiyu girl who has won her high 
position by hard work and her own 
ability, and it is a proof of her 
good common sense that she has yot courted 
popular faver uuder any masquerading ap- 
pellation or sought to disguise her nativity 
by appending a foreign termination to her 
name. It is almost unnecessary to refer to 
Miss Thursby’s merit as a singer, since it is 
but little more than two years since she was 
heard in this city and in the same place. A 
pure clear soprano voice and faultiess method 
are her chief qualifications, to which may be 
added remarkable facility and brilliancy of 
execution, admirable phrasing, and the abili- 
ty to sing perfectly iy tune. During her ab- 
sence Miss Thursby has unquestionably 
gained in strength and finish as 
Well as in ease and execution. 
Miss Emily Winant is probably the best

SANITARY SCIENCE. 


Annual Meeting of the American Pub- 
Mic Health Association — Large 
Attendance—Papers Read. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 17.—The American 
Public Health Association commenced its 
tenth annual session this morning in the 
* Theatre with an attendauee of about 

» the President. R. C. Kengie, of Lansing, 
Mieh., presiding. 

Dr. Albert L. Gilionsof Washington, pre- 
sented a report on the pronosed establish- 
ment of a National museum of hygiene, 
showtng that it had received eminent official 
indorsement and some financial help from 
Congress. Four thousand volumes of works 
regarded as authorities on hygiene had 
already been secured. 

An amendment to the constitution, pro- 
posed by Dr. Ames, of Massachusetts, in 
1880, intended to constitute two elasses of 
members, active and associate, was discussed. 
The object of the amendment was to admit 
to the benelits of membership, without the 
right to vole, gentlemen at the cities where 
the association meets who are interested in 
sanitary science, but whose interest would 
not lead them to become permanent mem- 
bers. The amendment was adopted, with 
only five votes in ovposition. 

A proposal to give applicants for member- 
ship the right of appeal wo the association 
from an adverse decision of the Executive 
Committee was rejected by a decisive vote. 

At the close of the opening session papers 
were read by Dr, H. K Storrs, of Newpor 
R. I., on the Newport (Edinburg) system o 
sanitary protection; by Dr. T M. Stevens, 
of Indianapolis, on ‘The History of Health- 
Work in Indiana to Date.“ 

At the evening session, after addresses of 
welcome had been delivered by Gov. Porter 
and Mayor Grubbs, President Kedzie deliy- 
ered the annual address. He paid a touch- 
lag tribute of tt the memory of Dr. 
C. H. White, of New Orleans, his predeces- 
sor in the Presideney of the association, and 
eulogized his life of unselfish devonen as 
a puysician as President of the 
Louistana Board of Healt and as Director 
of the N Sanitary Commission of 
New Urleans. ference was also made of 
Wwe deaths of Dr, Jenkins, formerly Treas 
urer of the association, Dr. Mussey, of Cin- 
cipnati, and Dr. Giobs, of the United States 
navy. After stating the objects of sanitary 
associations the President spoke of the many 
prejudices which sanitarians have to en- 
counter and of neglect of proper support. 
He discussed and answered the objection 
that sanitary effort, while it prolonged 
life, dial not really benefit the race,” and 
quoted statistics to show tbat life 
ig better and grander because of these 
endeavors to improve the surroundings of 
the race. As the result of sanitary science, 
he said, the death-rate in England had been 
decreased 13 per cent in urban and 84¢ in ru- 
ral districts. The number who survive 
routhful life by reaching the age of 20 has 

n increased 12.6 per cent dur the last 
few years, while the number of those who 
pass from 20 to 35 years has been increased 
12.2 in the same period. Two hundred years 
ago, in England, small-pex when it became 

alent kilied 96 out of every 1,000, and 6644 

n Germany. Now the mortality from this 
cause is less than one in 1,000. Sani- 
tary science has thus saved % deaths 
in every 1,000 in England, and 66% In Ger- 
enk. and such a Visitation as the black 
th in Barope would never be known 
again until sanitary science became a thing 
unknown, The number of deaths from ty- 
phus had been reduced in England more 
than half, and the same was true of any 
other disease. Indeed it had, be said, come 
to be the belief of scientific and thoughtful 
meu that preventable sickness unprevented 
is a crime against society, and preventable 
death unprevented is a crime agaiust God. 
Lie regarded the outlook for the progress of 
sanitary reform as increasingly favorable 
and giving much ground for hopefulness. 
Among the grounds of encouragement 
lie cited the discovery of remedies for splenic 
fever in domestic animals, the prevention of 
diseases by the extension of the method of 
inoculation, tried successfully upon animals, 
to the human race, and the discovery of the 
bacilus, which is the cause of consumption, 
giving hope that this dread disease, from 
which one-seventh of the deaths in the 
human faulty take place, may yet be found 
curable, Another ground ot encouragement 
was that the question of public health was 
everywhere recelying attention, as was evi 
denced by. the recent World's Sanitary Con- 
gress, where all the elviltzed nations 
of earth were represented, and also the gen- 
eral organization of State boards of health. 
In alluding to discouragements he spoke of 
the indifference of Congress and the Execu- 
tive to the claims and Importance of the 
Nationa! Board of Health, and argued that 
the present time, when yellow-fever and 
small-pox were both liable to become epi- 
demic. and a visitation of Asiatic cholera was 
not among the improbdabilities, was not a fit 
oecasion tor neglectt any sanitary meas- 
ures that had hitherto been found beneficial.

Seml-Centepnial Auniversary of the Or- 
awnization ef the First Conference in 
Iadiana—Asbury University. 

Special Dispaieh to The Catcago Tribune, 

IypiaANaporis, Ind., Oct. 17.--The semi- 
centennial anniversary of the organization 
of the first Methodist Conference in Indiana 
is being celebrated by the members of the 
church in the State by a gathering of repre- 
sentatives from all sections in this city. 
Bishop Bowman is President of the mect- 
ings. The principal address today was by 
the Rev. F. C. Halliday, of Indianapolis, 
upon the progress of Methodism in Indiana. 
The first conference in Indiana sat at New 
Albany in October, 1837, Bishop Soulé pre- 
siding. It included the membership of the 
entire State within its boundaries, which then 
numbered 20,035, with forty-nine pastoral 
charges and fifty-two traveling ministers. In 
1883 the State was divided into four confer- 
enees, as at present, and the growth of the 
denomination has been steady and satisfac- 
tory since then. ‘There are now 124.118 
Methodists in the State on the church rolls, 
one in every sixteen of the populaulon—a 
larger proportion than any other State can 
show. ‘The total nuinber of churehes in the 
State is 1,436; value of property, $2,740,486, 39 ; 
number of parsonages, 329, valued at $963,593 ; 
total valne ot church property, $3,103,879, 29. 
‘The total amount cantributed last year for 
the support of the gospel and for church be- 
nevelenee, exclusive of the cause of educa- 
tion, was $477,572.61. There are 1,179 Sunday- 
schools, with 123,145 teachers and officers, and 
07,483 pupils. 

An interesting discussion followed the 
reading of the paper, brat out much of 
the unwritten histary of Methodism lu Indi- 
ana. A message Was received from Elder 
David Stivey, of Madison, one of the mou 
bers of the original conference of fifty years 
axo, and a suitable response was sent 
him. Tonight a large meeting aus- 
sembled to hear the educational 
needs of the church discussed. After a pa- 


per by President Martin, of Asbury Univer- 


sity, a statement was made by Bishop bow- 
man of prepositions from W. © De- 
pauw, of New bany, looking toward the 
endowment of the university. He proposes 
to give the institution 8300, now, and at 
his death 45 per cent of his estate, which is 
estimated pow to amount to $1,000,000, The 
conditions on which he will make the dona- 
tion are that the citizens of Greeneastie shall 
piovide a suitable location for the building 
by the purchase of proverty adjoining the 
campus and the vacation of certain streets, 
and that the friends of the institution shall 
contribute $150,000 to meet the deficit be- 
tween current receipts and expenditures. 
The sentiment of the meetifig is that the 
conditions can be complied with aud the 
splendid endowment secured for Asbury.

POLICE PARADE. 

ANNUAL INSPECTION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

The annual parade and inspection of the Po- 
lice Department took place yesterday afternoon 
at Lincoln Park. The procession, headed by 
Harvey's Band, left the City-Hall about half- 
past I. Immediately following the band were 
Mayor Marrison, Chief McGarigie, Secretary 
Doyle, Capts. my A Bonheid.

police for a short time and put them through 
some wilitary maneuvres. Some of these move- 
ments were dune with wonderful precision—no- 
tabiy that of drawing their clubs—but in others 
they fuiled uteeriy in unanimity of motion. The 
marching by battalions was exceedingly weil 
done, considering bow little practice the men 
bave had in maneuvres of this sort. Perhaps 
the best movement of the men was the “ parade 
rest.“ every man being evidently on the alert to 
do this as rapidly as possible. 

The drili over, a thorough inspection of the 
men was made by the Mayor, officers. and the 
few Aidermen present. No fault was fouod 
with the uniforms or the few accoutrements of 
tue policemen, but general praise for all. The 
patrul-wagons were also eXumined and the 
boxes of lint, medicines, etc., explained. 

The men then took a restof baif an hour, 
after which oy were marched to abaut the 
centre of the park and, countermarching, were 
reviewed by the Mayor and the Chief. Aftera 
bait had been made ; 
MAYOR HARRISON ADDRESSED THE POLICE 
brietiy, complimenting them on their tine up- 
pearance, say me that they were as tine a body 
of men as could be tound in any police force in 
the worid. He said be knew the men were some- 
times subject to uncomplimentary allusions in 
the newspapers, but he believed Chicago was as 
well taken care of by her small foreewf police 
as any city in the world, 

At the conclusion of the Mayor's re- 
marks Chief McGuerigie addressed a few 
words. to his mes, thanking them tor 
their obedience and discipline while 
under his command. Theo, turning to Mayor 
Hurrison, the Chief presented bis resignation, 
saying that be did it with regret, but, paving 
been nominated for a political office, he consid- 
ered it his duty to resign. He returned thanks 
to the Mayor and the Council for the favors re- 
ceived at their bands. 

The Mayor suid, in reply, that de regretted 
the step taken by the Chief, becuuse it robbed 
the department of a competent and faithful of- 
ticer.

He boped to 
be able to name a Chief betore many days. He 
would not accept the resignation for a few days, 
us a dispatch bud been received during the day 
which made it necessary for Chief MvcGariglie to 
retain bis position for the vresrnt. He closed 
by expressing the hope that the Chief would be 
as successtuias dis friends could wish in what- 
ever he undertook in future. 

During the Mayor's address, when be aliuded 
to the Chief in complimentary terms, the audi- 
euce clapped their bands vigorousiy.

Capt. Buckley was throwa from his 
steed, but eustained no demage. 

Atter the speaking was over the Mayor ex- 
Plained that Chief McGarigie’s presence was re- 
quired in another State for afew days, and it 
was best that be sbouid be connected with the 
Police Department until bis return. What State 
this was, or what the occasion, the Mayor would 
not say, further than that it would be known in 
a few days.

ON THE BOARD. 
SEVERAL FIRMS CITED BEFORK THE DIRECT-

The penalty is suspen- 
sion. MeGeoch, Everingham & Co. cited every- 
body who bad not settled their Septem ber wheat 
contracts with the firm,and asked for an en- 
forcement of the rule. It was agreed that the 
September wheat cases should be given a rest 
tili tne Arbitration Committee, now considering 
the question ot whether or not mixed reodipts 
of spring and winter wheat are a pruper tender 
under the rule, give their decision.

GAS INSPECTION. 


WHAT SECRETARY BURTIS SAYS ABOUT THE 
NEW YORK gCHEME. 

Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE reporter had 
a talk with Secretary Burtis. of the Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke Company, with reference to 
the proposed establishment in New York City of 
a Gas-Metcr Inspection Bureau. The scheme is 
one proposed by the American Telegraph Com- 
pany, and in a circular issued it sets forth that 

t will: 

First—Take the registry of the meter weekly, 
semi-weekiy, or monthly, as may be necessary, 
and leave a statement of the record at the 
house, 80 that it can be compared by the con- 
sumer with the bill of the gas company. 

Second—To thoroughly investigate, where 
suspicion is held that the meter is not recording 
correctly, and to assist the consumer in having 
the meter officially inspected and tested by the 
State Iospector as to its reliability. 

Third—To discover leaks, if such exist, 
which is frequently the case, unknown to the 
consumber, but are, nevertheless, recorded by 
the meter. 

Fourth—To give such adviee to the consumer 
as will tend to materially reduce his gas bill. 

Finaliy—To keep a cuustant supervision over 
the interests of the consumers of gas (woich bas 
been hitherto greatly neglected), and to give 
them the benefit of the scientific kuowledge and 
experience we to the end that they may 
have better light, smalier bills, and the consola- 
tion of Knowing Lhat they are getting what they 
pay lor, and are not paying for what they do 
not receive. ' 

Mr. Burtis promptly pronounced the scheme a 
purely money-making one and of no value to 
any one, The company witb which be was con- 
nected made tests of meters when desired: and 
when such teste were not satisfactory to con- 
sumers they were given the privilege of having 
the City Inspector make the necessary test. As 
faras réading the meter was concerned any 
child that knew its letters ana figures could do 
thatatany time. The company turnished all 
who desired one with a card which gives a brief 
and very comprehensive formula for readiuw 
the meter. and there was no need of employing 
an outsifie party to donn. If the consumer 80 
desired be could read the meter every fifteen 
pinutedin the day, and then compare his figures 

ith (hose made by the gas company's reader. 
The proposed bureau Mr. Burtis regardea as 
entirely uunecessary in any community. The 
companies suffered as ofter as consumers by 
reason Of defective meters. and they had calcu- 
lated that for the last fifteen years the average 
loss by meters was less than 2 per cent.

He had beeu given some stock, for it ses that 
ali editors, correspondents, reporters, and other 
attachés of the per were interested in its 
welfare by being made stockbolders, 

Mr. Scott suid that while it was true that he, 
the Secretary and Treasurer of the concern, was 
a brother-in-law of A. F. Hatch, President of 
the company, he hardiy knew why this should 
be imputed to bim as a crime or how it entitled 
Mr. Smith to go into an equity court for retief in 
the premises. He deuvied that there bad been 
any attempt to freeze out Smith or any other 
stocknolders. As to the mortgages to Wolseley 
and Haten, they bad not tinojured = the 
standing of the paper, Hatch being 
largest stock bolder and Wolseley 4 
friend of the present management. 
Mr. Scott said that the Government patronage 
to which Smith dad referred in his bill did not 
amount to 600 for the eighteen months since 
Mays, 1838], and was not wortb looking after. The 
reporter asked Mr. Scott what be proposed to do. 
He said that bis lawyers would enter a general 
denial to the avermeots of the bill u in the 
Circuit Court so soon as he was served with the 
papers in the case. He did not believe that the 
suit would makea particie of difference to the 
paper, which be avowed wasin urst-elass shape 
and bad rapidiy extended its circulation since it 
ceased to speak for the Admipistration and the 
Post-Office. He betieved that the whole busi- 
ness was simply epite-work on the part of a dis- 
charged employé andythat it would amount to 
nothing in the end.

THE COURTS. 


A Suit Over an Insurance Policy. 

A case involving some very fine legal 
points was decided by Judge Tuley yester- 
day. M. H. Foss in his lifetime insured his 
life for $2,500 in the Northwestern Mutual 
Benefit Association in favor of Dr. George A. 
Hall, but without the latter’s knowledge. 
After his death, the latter having be- 
come aware of the existence of 
this policy, made application for it from 
Foss’ administrator, which was refused. 
Both parties demanded the money of the 
company, and the latter then filed the present 
bill of interpleader to decide who was en- 
titled to the proceeds of the policy. After 
diseussing the nature of an insurance policy, 
and the rights of a beneficiary under one, 
the Judge held that the present policy was 
neither an incomplete gitt nor an attempted 
por an intended assignment. It was simply 
what it purported to be, a contract by the 
company to bay a certain amount to 
Hall ii Foss would dorcertain things, which 
he did. There was np necessity of any as- 
sigument. It wate valid contract when 
made, was never changed, and was a valid 
contract when Foss died. The delivery to 
Foss was the only delivery required. If nec- 
essary equity might consider Foss to have 
been a voluntary trustee for Hall, and that 
he voluntarily continued to be such until 
his death. The administrator had no right 
to the money, forit could not be said to be 
any part of decedent’s estate, but belonged 
to the person whom the deceased appointed 
to receive it. A decree would therefore be 
rendered in favor of Hall. 


How a Democratic Politician Lives, 

Michael M. Miller, a lawyer, local politi- 
clan, and ex-member of the Legislature, was 
up yesterday before Judge Moran on a very 
urgent invitation to tell how much he 
earned and how he spent his earnings. In 
March, 1879, his wife, Kate Miller, obtained 
a divorce from him on the ground of ex- 
treme and repeated cruelty, and he was or- 
dered to contribute certainsums to her sup- 
port. He failed to do so, and a rule was is- 
sued recently against him to show cause 
why he should not be punished for con- 
tempt in disobeying the order of the court. 
He subsequentiy came in with a statement 
showing he had earned about $136 since the 
Ist ot July. and spent $156. Judge Moran 
held this statement was not sufficiently spe- 
cific, and directed the lawyer to give a billof 
particulars. 

Yesterday he came into court with an at- 
tempt to comply with the request. He 
showed he had three cases now on hand on 
which there was due him $5. In one case he 
received 340 for trying to get a man out of 
jail who had been incarcerated for nonpay- 
ment of alimony, and bad paid Jacob Mohr 
$5 for petting him the client. Miller also 
shawed he had received $120 and had spent 
3156, and had $6.25 on hand. He also admit- 
ted he had drawn $150 out of courtin the 
case of Weckler vs. Weckler, in which he 
was employed as attorney. 

The Judge pertinently inquired what he 
had done with the 81350. g 

Miller modestly said he didn't want to tell. 

The Judge remarked he would have 
an opportunity to board at the expense of 
the county unless he explained. 

Milter then said he had lost $180 at poker 
recently, but he omitted to tell the parties 
who bad won it or whether he had met some 
Newberg poker-players.

The board filed an answer set- 
ting up that the clearing-house 
held the moneys to settle a large number of 
claims proved up and filed in favor of vari 
ous members, creditors of Rankin, amou nt- 
ing to $1,500, and that neither Rankin por 
his judgment creditors had any right to the 
moneys. A demurrer was filed to the an- 
swer. The Judge said the moneys held by 
the Chicago Open Board of Trade clearing- 
house were held in trust for the. fellow- 
members with Rankin on the board who 
were bis creditors; and that as Rankin him- 
self could not maintain an action in debt or 
assumpsit against the board as trustee, 80 
neither could Rankin’s judgment creditor 
reach the funds by .garnishee vroceeding. 
‘the position of the creditor was no better 
than that of the debtor, the trust being 
executed so faras to entitle the claimants, 
members of the board, to waintain their 
suits against the clearing-house for the sums, 
as fast as liquidated, which were due to

. The “Merry War” Case. 

The hearing of the motion to dissolve the 
injunction lu the case of Leo Goldmark 
against Collmer, Isenstein and Wurster, the 
theatrical managers, to prevent the per- 
formance by them of the German operetta, 
Per Lustige Krieg,” or ha Merry War,“ 
was argued nearly all day yesterday before 
Judge Tuley. At the conclusion of the talk 
ine Judge took the matter under advisement, 
Ile iutimated, however, that he should not 
dissolve the injunction heretofore granted, 
though he might listen favorably to an appli- 
cation to modify it so as to permit the de- 
tendants to use the plano score without re- 
striction. The evidence tended to show that 
the piano score had been published a long 
time without objection on the part of the 
composer, the words of

in print, and the Judge apparently 
was laclined to allow the defendants to use 
such parts of the operetta as it was shown 
had been published, while reserving to the 
owner all rights he possessed to auy part of 
the work in manuscript.

TRANSFER OF A SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT, 
Special L patch to Tie Chacago Tri) inr 
NEw ORLEANS, La., Oct. 17.—The formal 
transfer to the United States of the soldiers’ 
monument of Chalmotte National Cemetery 
was made today by the Grand Army of the 
Republic, by whom it was erected. The 
steamer R. R. Springer took a large party of 
excursionists to the battleground, including 
committees from the various Confederate 
veteran organizations.

There was pot an 
important advance in prices, and the later feel- 
ing is described as rather feverish; but the 
change from previous weakness Was a great re- 
lief to those who had feared that they had got ou 
u down grade for the remainder of this month. 
There was a little steady buying at the outset, 
which soon encouraged others, and the firmness 
became general. 

The latest gossip in New York financial 
circies includes the following points: Vander- 
lit has returned from the West a great bull. 
Lake Shore earued 1% per cent on its stock dur- 
ing September. Denver eurnings were $750,000 
less than fixed charges and interest (during Sep- 
tember). Gould has lately been a larxe borrower 
of money. The bear pool is estimated to have 
been short 300,000 sbares, partly covered Mou- 
day. The rumor that new stock or converti- 
ble bonds for $5,000,000 on Texas is soon to be 
officially denied. An officer of the Jersey Cen- 
tral says there are suffici: nt funds in the treas- 
ury to dissolve the receivership, A5 per cent 
loan of nearly $1,000,000 on dividend stock lately 
made is regarded as a sigu ot an easy money 
market. 

The Economist says: 

The exports of breadstuffs from this country 
are very encouraging, considering the cond!- 
tion of affairs abroad and tne light demand 
which had been expected. During the last two 
months the increase has amounted to 13,000,000 
bu of wheat, and there isa Prospect that this 
rate will continue, since the European crops are 
not turning out so well ns was expected. The 
latest estimates are that from 80,000,000 to 40,000,- 
000 bu more than was estimated some time since 
will be imported by the United Kingdom in order 
to meet the increased deficit. In Prussia, South- 
ern Russia, and Spain the cereal crops are quite 
disappointing, owing to drouths. The demand for 
our grains, therefore, is iikely to increase. On 
the other band, the situation in Egypt will sliow 
a fair crop, where a deiicit was expected, and 
India continues as a probable competitor. Aus- 
traiia will ship but little wheat this year, although 
reports from that quurter state that in the near 
future large exports from the southern provinces 


may be expected. The California wheat crop 


will be large.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday, some of them being really quiet, and 
all were easy. The finer weather encouraged a 
reaction from the strain of the previous day, 
and the markets tended downward, though they 
could scarcely be calied weak. 

Provisious were quiet and easier. They were 
really dull during a considerable part of the ses- 
sion. Liverpool was said to be 64 lower on lard, 
though there has probably been no change in 


supply. But operators looked as if they | 


were afraid of corm, and disposed to 
‘sell provisions rather than to buy. Pork ad- 
vanced 50 per bri, then declined 10@12%0, and 
closed on the near futures 5@10c lower than on 
Monday afternoon, While the long futures 
showed little change. Ward advanced about 30 
early, fell back 10¢, and closed steady at the do- 
cline. Meats were and steady for this 
month, but fell of 100 for year delivery. On 
the afternoon call November pork declined 5c, 
October lard declined 30, and May lard advanced 
50. 

Flour was more active and firm at former 
prices. There were 80M@ export orders on the 
market, and limits thereon were increased in a 
few cases, but most of tem were limited below 
sellers’ views. Operators noted a growing dis- 
position on the part of Eastern buyers to stock 
up before the close of navigation leaves them 
at tne mercy of the railroads. Other milistuffs 
were in fair demand and firm. 

Wheat was less active and easier. Futures 
advanced ne early, declined 1 4c, and closed 
about 4c below the latest prices of Monday. 
The public advices from London called that mar- 
ket 6d per quarter higher, but the private cabies 
were mixed in tone. Our receipts were smaller, 
and stocks in store decreased during last week, 
which accounted for Our early tirmness. But 
the weatber was finer bere. St. Louis reported 
largely increased receipts, and Erie Cana 
freights were firmer, while the easier feeling in 
corn also belped to depress wheat. There was 
not much life in futures either way. There was 
u better export demand for No. 3 of both kinds, 
the offerings belne freely taken at Monday's 
prices. No. 2 red was aiso in good de- 
mand, advancing e, though some people 
thought it was taken on New York account and 
not for direct export. The current receipts of 
No. 2 spring were not wanted by shippers and 
were only salable to apply on contracts-at about 
IM e below the price fer November. Ou the aft- 
ernoorn call the market was a snade firmer. 

Corn was active and irregularly lower, declin- 
ing lle from the lowest prices of Monday, 
and closing tame. The year delivery was the 
weakest of the lot. Our receipts were somewhat 
larger, including some by canal, and the weather 
was tine. This more than coynterbaianced re- 
ports of stronger tone in England, with a de- 
crease of nearly one-third in our stocks 
in store during last week. The chief points 
in the trading were a slackened demand for 
apot corn, the glucose men boiding off as buyers, 
and the indication that the crowd was long 
making a weak market, which they did not want 
to let down. There was a good deal of changing 
over from one month to another, but less trad- 
ing on outside account, and some big local 
operators were supposed to be watching for a 
chance to sell. On the afternoon call the year 
advanced he and January and: May \o, with 
little change in other futures, 

Oats were active and weaker, with heavy sales 
of May delivery early at lle below the clos- 
ing price of Monday. These transactions weak- 
ened the whole market outside of spot, and the 
closing prices were generally the lowest of the 
day. Sales of spot No.2 were made at 34808 
Wo. mostly at We, which figure was bid at the 
close, or ue premium over seller the month. 
November ranged at Gn \c, a decline of l'gc 
from Monday's call price, closing at 36%. No. 2 
white sold at 7e and rejected at 31':@32e. 
Samples were in demand and firm. 

Rye was steady «t Monday's prices, No. 2 spot 
selling at 59c and rejected at 53% Cöte. Seller 
October was quotable at 50%, November was 
wanted at 6lc, 62½ % was bid for December, and 
de for une year. Samples ranged at }4@60c. 

Barley was quiet and steady, most of the trad- 
ing being in sample lots. No. 2 sold at 84e, Mon- 
day's price, and light transactions in No. 3 were 
reported at dic, or 4%ec better than the close of 
the day previous, Good grade samples were in 
demand and firm at about Monday's Sgures. 

Activity still prevails in all branches of the 
dry-goods market. The boot and shove, clothing, 
and millinery goods markets also are reported 
active, prices remaining steady all around. Job- 
bers of groceries had notbing new to note. 
Trade is good, though not as active as might be 
expected in view of the fact that prices of the 
leading staples are remarkably low. Dairy prod- 
ucts are meeting witha good demand and are 
firm. Dried fruits were generally steady. Fish 

remained firm. Pricesof oils averaged firm, 
carbon, lard, and turpentine being specially 
strung. 

In green fruits grapes were a trifle easier, 
while California fruits showed an advance. 
Others steady at Monday's prices. Eggs were 
firm at 23c. Hides slow and weak at quotations. 
Putatoes steady at Ke per bu, with little 
activity. Poultry was firm at the outside prices 
ruling for the past week. Wool fairly active 
and steady. in seeds clover seed was firm and 
20c higher for old seed on account of unfavora- 
ble reports regarding the character of mueh of 
the new crop, which is said to be poor and foul. 
Old seed sold at $5.60 for prime. Flaxseed was 
steady at $1.18 on track and $119 delivered. 
Timothy seed was steady at $1.57@1.58 for prime. 
Hay was steady at Monday’s prices. 

It was remarked yesterday that the lambs had 
been fed with about ali the corn they want, and 
now 1500 of them are trying to run a corner. 
Of course, this is a sheer libel; but some people 
may remember the law maxim, The greater 
the truth the greater the libel.” 

It is now very sensibly proposed to amend the 
recentiy-adopted rule of the Board of Trade 
wich prohibits the sitting in judgment under 
certain conditions. Itis proposed to strike out 
the lines which exclude any one who has at any 
previous time been directly or indirectly inter- 
ested, also any one who within tae preceding 
two months has actedas broker or employé 
for either of the parties interested in a case. 
Would it not be better to strike out the whole 
rule and try to make a better one? The rule as 
it now stands can scarcely be amended for the 
better without rcscinding it altogether. 

A better export demand for wheat is observa- 
ble. It naturally follows the official announce- 
ment that we have not raised as much by 100,- 
000,000 bu as British buyers have heretofore 
given us credit for. 

The *official”’ announcement posted yester- 
day shows that late Saturday evening there was 
an aggregate of 305,365 bu of all grades of corn 
in the Armour-Dole elevators in this city. The 
sworn statement of the elevator proprietors, 
made to the Registrar, shows only 178,000 bu in 
store at the same date—or 127,000 bu less than 
the oflicial statement. Inasmuch as attention 
has been called several times to like discrepan- 
cies with no result, it would now be in order for 
the Board of Trade to ask the warehouse- 
men for their statements and post them 
for the information of members. The laborious 
statements made under the red-tape system 
which rules in the Registrar's office could then 
be regarded as literary curigsities. Some peo- 
ple might be charitabie enough to consider them 
as valuable for checking on the accuracy of 
the figures furnished by warehousemen. 

At a recent meeting of packers to consider 
the water question, the following made esti- 
mates of the hogs receipts in this city for No- 
vember: Singer, 612,000; Armour, 600,000; Hig- 
gins, 514,000; Atkinson, 551,000; Murphy, 560,000; 
Cudahy, 580,000; Misebner, 635,000; Tugfel, 400,- 
000. The average of all, except the last, is 577,- 
000 hogs: and including the last 1s 555,000.

ANOTHER DEFALCATION. 


Whisperiugs of a Large Shortage in the 
Accounts of an Official of M.chigana 
University. 

Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Detroit, Mich., Oct. 17.—Several years 
ago aspecial dispatch to Tur Tripune from 
this city conveyed the first public intelli- 
gence of a great defalcation in the chemical 
department of the University of Michigan. 

At the time an investigation was in progress 

in a secret way, and every possible precau- 

tion was taken to keep the fact from the 
press. The efforts were entirely successtul 
so far as the local correspondents were con- 
cerned, who rested placidiy, with a great 
sensation that was destined to develop into 
an unusual and bitter controversy smolder- 
ing and emitting occasional fitful sparks 
around their uncenscious souls. It is 
unnecessary to say that the Rose-Douglas 
imbroglio is referred to. But few 
months have elapsed since this famous case 
was adjudicated by the Supreme Court, 
when another startling, and, as it proves, 
long continued robbery of this great educa- 
tional institute is discovered. ‘Thus far the 
alfair has been suppressed by the Board of 

Regents and officers of the university, and 

the wool again pulled over the eyes of the 
ulleless Ann Arbor reporters, as of yore. 

Now, as then, secret investigation is in prog- 

ress, now, as then, the culprit has not been 

dismissed from the university: now. 
as then, the details are suppressed; 
but the fact has come ww pour 
correspondent’s knowledge that tor 
six or ten years past an officer of the univer- 
sity has — systematically robbing the 
State, and continued his peculations during 
the entire period of the Rose-Douglas inves- 
tigation, and under the very nose of the Pres- 
ident and the Board of Regents. His defal- 
cation, I am itifurmed, amounts to thousands 
of meer pane ow much no one can 
tell until the completion of the inquiry now 
in progress.

APOLLINARIS WATER. 


A Decision Favorabie to the Apolli- 
paris Company in the Suit Against 
Imitators, 

special Dispatch to The Chicas Tribun-:. 
Boston, Oct. 17.—The great Apollinaris 

Water cases, in which Roscoe Conkling and 

other prominent lawyers have figured in our 

courts for some time past, were decided to- 
day by Judges Lowell and Nelson, in the 

United States Circuit Court. The suits were 

brought in equity by the Apollinaris Com- 

pany against Levi Fairbanks, Roger F. 

Scannell, and others to restrain them from 

an infringement of its rights, which are: 

First, the exclusive right to the use of the 

word Apollinaris ”; second, to the use of 

the representation of a fountain; third, 
to the oval label; fourth, to the 
elongated yellow label applied to 
the neck of the. bottle; and, fifth, to the en- 
semble of general appearance of the bottle or 
package produced by the application of the 
labels- ‘These involve five causes ot action, 
and the plaintiff alleged that the use of the 
defendants’ packages invoived an infraction 
of five distinct rights of the plaintiff. The 

laintiff says that the word Apollinaris“ 
s the name of a spring, the entire product of 
which is controlled by the plaintiff; that the 
picture of the fountain is a sharply defined 
example of a technical trade-mark; that the 
third mark is not what is known as 
a technical trade-mark, but is within the 
designation of the term trade-mark generally. 
The same claim was made for the elongated 
yellow label, and the last was under the gen- 
eral claim of a trade-mark asa whole. The 
defense was that Apollinaris“ is falsely 
represented to be a natural water, when it is 
really an artificial water, and that a court of 
equity will not protect it, because a fraud 
upon the public, and that the defendants do 
not use any labels so similar as to deceive 
any one. The cases were heard uvon a 
motion for a preliminary aes 
on the 26th and 27th of June last. The court 
has now ordered “an injunction to issue, to 
continue until the further order of the court, 
restraining the defendants from using the 
word Apollinaris,“ either by itself or in 
combination with any other word or words, 
upon any bottles, * boxes, or packages 
containing mineral water, hereafter to be 
sold or offered for sale by the defendants, 
and from using the word Apollinaris“ in 
other manner in connection with the selling 
or offering for sale of mineral water.”

THE PACIFIC BANK. 


Nice Points of Law te Br Decided in 
the Settlement of Its Affairs.

Boston, Oct. 17.—The affairs of the bank- 
rupt Pacific Nauonal Bank of this city prom- 
ise to involve a good deal of litigation be- 
fore thef are finally settled, and the decision 
upon the law questions that will be raised 
will be of great interest and importance to 
subscribers of stock in National banks and 
those interested in financial matters. The 
United States Receiver of the bank, Mr. 
Price, states that the debts and collections 
due the bank comein slowly, and that no 
dividend will be declared before the first 
of the new year, 1883. On che decisions 
of the suits now pending about $800,u0v0 is in- 
volved. These suits are brougit by those 
who subscribea to the new stock when an ef- 
fort was made to reorganize the bank and 
rescue it from financial troubles, involv: 
assessmenis on that stoe 
. These suits will not

should de decided. The nominal assets of 
bank are $3,400,000 and the liabilities $2,500,- 
000, but what per cent the bank will finally 
be able to pay cannot at this stage of its 
affairs be estimated with any degree of 
certaluty.

A Very Meagre Inquiry Yesterday 
for Vessels to Carry 
Grain. 


Room Taken for but a Little 
Over 100,000 Bushels of 
All Kinds.

The inquiry yesterday for grain-carriers from 
shippers was again very meagre, and only three 
charters were reported, all for Lake Erie ports, 
the room being divided for corn, wheat, and rye. 
The supply cf carriersis far in excess of the 
wants of shippers, the receipta of grain by rail 
still counting very hight. The light demand 
for veasels and the low rates for carrying has 
about convinced vessel-owners that the time 
bas arrived to lay their craft up, and there is 
littte doubt that witoin three weeks at the latest 
all vessels fit to carry grain, save perhaps 
the transportation line steamers, will be in win- 
ter quarters. Compared witb the correspond ing 
time last season, carrying rates, both down and 
up, are frum 25 to u per cent lower this season, 
and there is nothing to justify a belief that there 
will be the least advance again from now till the 
close of navigation. The season bas been the 
worst ever experienced by vessel-owners, the 
season of 1873 aot excepted, and that season it 
has been belicved would never be equaled for 
duliness and low carrying rates. While rates 
yesterday experienced no reduction, they were 
weak, und a determined effort on the part of 
shippers would undoubtedly have resulted in a 
drop of a quarter of a cent a busbe! to Lake 
Erie ports.

IN BAD SHAPE. 


Alleged Reckless Management of the 
Affairs of the New Engiand Smelting 
Comp ny. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Boston, Oct. 17.—An investigation into the 


affairs of the New England Smelting Com- 


pany, which was organized in 1880 at Port- 
land forthe purpose of extracting metal 
from silver, copper, lead, and and other ores, 
showed an almost unparalleled amount of 
reckless management. At a special meeting 
of stockholders in this city, where 370,000 
shares were represented, the Investigating 
Committee reported that T. Brigham Bishop, 
a banker of Boston, who is the President of 
the company, had been guilty of gross mis- 
management, that manyof his transactions 
had been of a peculiar and unaccount- 
able character, and that the best 
interests of the corporation demanded 
a change. Mr. Bishop had the entire dis- 
posal of the stock, and the books show that 
he sold up to Sept. 12 44,207 shares for $12,- 
550.90. Ore-purchasm stock issued to buy 
material for the works was sold to the 
amount of $35,908.50. It is alleged that 
Bishop agreed to piace the stock at his own 
expense, but a payment to him of $4,345.84 as 
a 10 per cent commission appears on the 
books. He also received 81.000 for his serv- 
ices as Treasurer for a few months, $800 
for office rent, the company being lo- 
cated in his own office, and 
has charged $50 a month, and the same sum 
for an assistant bookkeeper, his own em- 
ployé. Moreover. all the furniture in Bish- 
Ob's banking-roows to the amount of $7,000 
is said to have been bought by the smelting 
in June circulars were sent out 
to the effect that bonds of the company at 6 
per cent to the amount of $25,000 were to be 
issued to pay for ore to be secured, the circu- 
lar said, by the works, which cost over $71,- 
000, The works are worth about $30,000, and 
all the money ever spent by the company is 
Only 941,000, No favorable responses were 
received, as the stockholders were beginning 
to have doubts about management. It 
also appears that the lana on which the 
works stand is not owned by the company, 
as supposed, Dut is all leased, and the prop- 
erty is mortgaged for $17,000, most of it to 
Mrs. Bishop. ‘There are at present about 150 
stock holde and, strange as it ma 
seu, wey ave received dividends upon 
their holdings, although com van 

is less than two years old, and “it is 
now Claimed that these have not been earned. 
About W of — sharcholders are 
women,. u some instances it is rted 
that the embarrassiuent of the company has 
worked cousiderable hardship and suffering. 
Women, it is charged, -were induced by 
Bishop to invest their savings in the enter- 
prise, and in consequence are pow reduced 
to a hard strait. Bishop, it is sald, promised 
some of them that if they were not satisfied 
after a fair trial with the prospect they might 
come to him and he would refund them the 
money they had paid for shares.

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A BLOODY DEED. 


Murder of a Young Man by His 
Father, and Suicide of che 
Latter. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Triduns 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 17.—Two loud shots 

about 7:30 this morning startled the Village 
of Warsaw, on the outskirt of the city. John 
Enniger and Charles Walker, who live on a 
littie knoll on the Lick Run road, heard the 
shots, and looking in the direction whence 
the reports came saw aman fall on the hill 
opposit. They ran to the spot, and there 
lying in a pool of blood was young William 
Saube, within a stone’s throw of his 
home, his body riddied with buck- 
shot. He was in the agonies of death. 
Hie tried to tell who shot him, 
but death cut short his statement. They 
picked up the body and carried it to the 
house, a little yellow frame building about 
100 feet from where he laid. His wife met 
the body at the door, and was frantic with 
grief. The body above the waist and the 
back of the head was riddled with shot, Per- 
suns were dispatched fur Dr. Davis, and 
others searched the premises for the assasin. 
Dr. Davis soon arrived, but he could do 
nothing. He started to look around 
the premises, aud went into the 
barn. There, on the barn floor, he 
found blood dripping from the loft above. 
Hastily ascending to the hay-loft, he searched 
around, and, lying partly covered with straw, 
near the door of the loft, was the young 
man’s father, William Saube, dying from a 
wound in the left side of the neck. In his 
hand was a bloody razor, showing plainly 
that he had cut his own throat. At his head 
lay a shot-gun all covered with blood. with 
both barrels empty. The case was now clear, 
The oid man had shot his son with the gun, 
and then killed himself with the razor. 
The door of the hay-loft was partially 
opened. He bad laid in wait for his son's re- 
turn from the stable, where he had been 
feeding the horsés and cows. When his son 
came out and walked probably thi ty-five 
feet from the stable, the old man shot, the 
first load striking him in the back of the 
head. ‘Phe son turned and was shot again, 
the other load striking him in the face and 
breast. The wounded man walked about 
eight feet to a fence, where he fell. 

Mrs. Saube, wife of the murdered man, 
stated to a reported that her husband was 41 

‘ears of age, and that they had four children. 

lis father and murderer was a widower, and 
lived with them in one room by himself, 
where he cooked and did his ewn washing. 
She said her husband arose about 7 o’clock, 
dressed, and went to tne stable to feed the 
horses ahd cows. She saw nothing more of 
him until she heard the shot, and, looking 
out the window, saw him fall. She said the 
old man 59 years old, and 
lost his six years ago 
since which he has acted 
strangely, but she thought it was just puton. 
He roamed about the country at will. The 
last time she saw him was about 7 o’clock 
last night, when he came up to the house, 
and then walked away. He always kept bis 
gun loaded and locked up in his room. How 
he got it out she does not know. She 
thought he probably came in yesterday 
while she was absent and teok it out 
and hid it in the stable, intending to 
use it as he did this morning. He had 
probably slept in the stable last night. The 
old man was very eccentric, and always car- 
ried his razor with him. Mrs. Saube thinks 
he was laying in wait for her, for she gen- 
erally went to the stable first in the morning, 
but, today being rainy. her husband went 
first and met his death. Twelve years ago 
the same son was shot by the old man by the 
same gun. He was struck near the right 
shoulder, and among the buckshot wounds 
received today was seen, when the body was 
undressed, an ugly scar where the charge 
twelve years ago had entered, On that 
oceasion he was shot for attempting 
to protect his mother, whom old man 
was beating. After shooting the boy he 
struck his wife a terrible blow on the head. 
She died shortly after from the effect, the 
neighbors said, of blow. The old man 
was arrested. but got off with a workhouse 
sentence of six months. 

The murder and suicide were both clearly 
premeditated, The old man left two letters 
addressed to the Coroner. One of them is in 
a sealed envelope, and has not yet been 
opened, as the Curoner is out of the city. 
The other was unsealed, and read as follows: 

Dr. Rendigs: William Saude and his wife were 
the cause of this deed. lieft them May 17, 182, 
and worked for other people, because they paid 
me no wages last year. helped them out in 
every way possible. Their greea for land made 
them bard-hearted. | loaned them $25, and 
they owed me $50 besides and two years’ rent 
for the farm. The keys of the bureau tie under 
the clock on the mantelpiece. There you will 
tind letters addressed to you and F. X. Saube. 

WX. F. Saupe Sa. 

This letter was written in German. In the 
place designated under the clock was found 
the sealed letter to the Coroner, a couple of 
deeds, a mortgage and insurance policy, and 
some other papers. The family were gar- 
deners. Youug Saube and his wife had re- 
cently sold the home they lived in, and were 

acked up ready to go to Keutucky next 

onday, where they had rented a farm. 
Much excitement prevails in the neighbor- 
hood. Those who bave known the old man 
for many years say he was always of an uely 
disposition. An examination of the remains

Why the Democrats Are Opposing 
Its Admission into the Un- 
ion as a State. 


Political Prospects in the Territery— 
Ordway and Pettigrew— Yank- 
ton’s Bonded Debt. 


A Visit to the Brule Indian Agency— 
Feeding the Noble Red Men— 
A Native Preacher. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Mircne.t, D. T.. Oct. 11.—1 retarned to 
this place again Monday evening from 
Chamberlain. Although this is compara- 
tively a new country, politics throughout 
the Territory are exceedingly lively. Asyet 
the two great political parties here are not 
well organized. Especially is this so in the 
newly settled portions, and as a consequence 
all elections speak the sentiments of the peo- 
ple without restraint. It is conceded by 
men ot both parties that, should a vote of 
the whole Territory be taken on any political 
question, the result would be two Republican 
votes to one Democratic; or, in other words, 
that two-thirds of the voters in the 
Territory are Republicans. Ou this account 
the question of admitting Dakota into the 
Union asa has been made a political 
one. Democrats have opposed it because the 
result of the — ayes add — 12 
strength of ir political opponents by 
giv to them two United States Senators 
and r Representatives in Cungress. . 
THE ADMISSION OF THE, TERRITORY 
as awhole is advocated by some, but the 
great majority do not want it. No one ex- 
pects it ever will be taken into the Union in 
that fo but that it will be divided on the 
Forty-sixth parallel. Some who advocate 
the division argue that it would be better for 
both sections, north and south, if the division 

uid be made, saying that their interests 
are different, and that the northern section is 
the great wheat-growing district, and does a 
great deal of business with St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, while the southern section is better 
adapted to general farming, and the bulk of 
its business is done with Chicago and Mil- 
waukee. Be these questions as they may, 
the eral sentient expressed among the 
public-spirited inen eof Southern Dakota is 
that some time during the coming session of 
Congress the division will be made and the 
southern half admitted as a State. 

THE YANKTON COUNTY BOND QUESTION 
is another club used by the opponents of the 
division. That county was bonded in 1871 to 
the extent of $200,000, and today the Whole 
debt, interest and all, is about $350,000. The 
me ca of the county have been dilatory in 
regard to paying this debt, as they claim that 
it was not a —.— one and not properly 
made. They, however, are about to make 
some arrangement to withdraw the original 
bonds, if possible, and issue in their stead 
bonds bearing 4 or 454 per cent interest. The 
rate on the old bonds is 10 percent. A meet- 
ing to discuss this question has been called to 
meet at Yankton on the i4th inst. As soon 
as a division of the Territory has been made 
another question will come up for settlement 
in Southern Dakota, which has already been 
discussed, and that is the selection of a site 
tor the 

CAPITAL OF THE NEW STATE. 
At present there are only four towns which 
have openly claimed the prize, and they are 
Miteheli, Chamberlain, Pierre, and Huron. 
‘The people of this place (Mitchell) are al- 
ynost sure they will carry the day, and so it 
is with the people in each of the other towns, 
who think their lace will Se- 
lected because it is the most appropriate, 
and all give the reasons why. Chamberlain 
and Pierre are both situated on the east bank 
of the Missouri River, the latter about seven- 
ty-five mies northwest of the former. and 


Huron is sixty miles north of Mitchell. Geo- 


grapitically speaking, Pierre seems to have 
the advantage of other places, as it is 
more nearly in the centre of the proposed 
w State than the other places named.

Lower Brulé Indian Agency is situ- 
ated on the Sioux Indian Reservation on the 
west bank of the Missouri, about six miles 
from Chamberlain, and is the great attrac- 
tion to the many strangers constantly visit- 
Ing that place. Saturday is the best day to 
visit the agency. and it was last Saturday 
that your correspondent, who had been there 
before, composed one of a party who made 
the trip to see the sights. Rations are issued 
to the Indians only once a week, which is on 
Saturday, and at that time a large number 
of the redskins come together. Atthis season 
of the year the conveniences for getting 
down. there from Chamberlain are not the 
best. The plan which is adopted by most 
visitors, except in winter, is to get a boat 
and row down and back or to hire a man who 
has a boat to do the rowing. The party 
reached the reservation building in a little 
over an hour from the time we left Chamber- 
lain. We first made our way to the head- 
qunstice of Maj. William H. Parkhurst, the

This part of the program 
over we were at, liberty to move about as we 
saw fit. The agency buildings used for the 
management are framed, painted white, and 
of respectable size and appearance. They 
consist. among others, of the Agent’s house, 
physician's house, dispensary, Agent's 
oftice, school-house, another large build- 
used for school put poses, 
laundry, a house for Medicine Bull, one of 
the chiefs who live on the White River, an 
pal church, parsonage, a mess-house, 
Where visitors are supplied with meals, 
-nouses, and a traders’ store. After 
lingering for a short time about the Agent's 
headquarters, which contained a number of 
Indians 
PEACEFULLY SMOKING THEIR PIPES 
and paying their respects to Maj. Parkhurst, 
we passed on to the issye-hou where the 
rations were being distributed. ach Indian 
asking for -. rations resented a week- 
ly ration ticket, which. is issued every 
quarter by the Agent. showing the 
name of the tribe to which he belonged, the 
number of his band, the number of men, 
women children in the band, the num- 
ber of family, the number of rations to be 
issued to that famity, the name of the head 
of the family, and the date of issue. ‘The 
rations issued for each Indian, man, woman, 
and child, per day are three yunds 
Kross of beef. one-half pound of flour, 
and to each 100 rations ten pounds of pork or 
ayers ng pounds of sugar, four pounds 
ot and three pounds of beans, rice, or 
„ There are also distributed small 
quantities of salt, soap, tobacco, corn, and 
Dakine-powder. As these rations were re- 
cei they were stored away by tne re- 
in aconvenient manner to be carried. 
pork fet. some other things were

Besides containing quite a variety of 
Indian trinkets and curiosities, the store was 
well filled with bright ealicoes, which are 
much used by the Indians, men's and boys 
clothing, shells, beads, and other good. 
After rations had been issued the — mad

‘nis time they came to beg. Among the 
things asked for were nails, spikes, window- 
frames and sashes, shingles for the houses, 
or “ tee as N —— huts. 2 
to go off hunting or visit other agencies, or, 
if anew member had been born into their 
family, to have another ration added to their 
ticket. If a member of the family di the 
old Indian is negligent about asking to have 

ration taken off, as they are all good 
eaters. 

The questions are all asked the Agent 
through the Governppent interpreter, David 
Rencounter, a halbreed, whose father, 
Zophla, was an in eter there before him 
for many years. 1 making all their re- 
quests and in doing every th ing about the 
agency they were very civil. ‘The agency is 
guarded by a squad of full-blooded 

INDIAN POLICE, 

numbering nineteen} The officers of the 
squad are a Captain ald two Sergeants. The 
whole squad is armed with heavy revolvers 
and Winchester repeating rifles, and it is said 
they do good duty. The Captain’s name is 
* Crazy Bull.” The Lower Brule Agency 
is one of the largest on the 
Sioux Reservation, and now numbers 
1,513 Indians. They are divided into fifteen 
bands, and each band, with the exception of 
267 independents, has a chief, whose names 
are as follows: iron Nation, who is also 
head chief of the Lower Brule Sioux, Medi- 
cine Bull, one of the best Indians in the lot, 
Dead Hand, Little Pheasant, Bull Head, Use- 
ful Heart, Standing Cloud, Swalla, Bear-W ith- 
Long-Claws, Knee, Buck Dog, Big Mane, 
liandsome Elk, One-to-Play-With. It would 
seem that, after. living with white men 80 
jong, they would learn their ways somewhat, 
but they are very slow to pattern 
after them if they do learn. Nearly 
every one of the Indians wore moc 
casins, most of them leggings and breech- 
cloths, and around their bodies large blank- 
ets, sheets, or the skins of animals. On their 
heads they sometimes wore an old wool hat 
eut full of holes, and from the top of it 
dangied a tuft of feathers or a string of brass 
beads joined to a wisp of hair from a horse’s 
or an ox’s tail. From their ears hung brass 
rings and long ornaments made from shells. 
Around their necks also were wide bands 
made from the same kind of shells or brass. 
On their fingers were ten or a dozen brass 
rings. Their faces were painted in various 
colors—red, blue. and yellow. 

In speaking of their health, Dr. J. C. David- 
son, the agency’s pliysiciau, said they were 
not so healthy as some supposed, although 
deaths among them were not very frequent. 
‘The prevailing diseases were erysipelas and 
consumption. Not only are the stomachs 
and bodies of these savages looked after, but 
their mental and spiritual faculties as well. 
Miss Henrietta Mitchell, a smart and welil- 
educated lady, is Principal of 

THE AGENCY SCHOOL, 


and her assistant is Frank Yellow-Bird, a 
full-pooded Indian, who was educated in the 
Indian schools at Hampton, Va., Carlisie, 
Pa., and the St. Paul School at Yankton. 
At present there are only about twenty-five 
-pupils in the school, but more will come in 
soon.’ When the Agent sees Indian children 
which he thinks should be in school he tells 
their parents kindly to send them, but if 
they refuse repeatedly he gives them no ra- 
tions until they are sent in. ‘This generally 
brings them totime. The minister of the 
Agency is the Rev. Luke C. Walker, an Epis- 
copalian, and a full-blooded Sioux Indian 
who has an educated white wife. He was 
educated in Philadelphia, and is said to be a 
very able man. Every Sunday morning he 
preaches in the Sioux tongue to a house full 
of indians, and in the evening to the pale faces 
in English. Manyof the Indiaus live within 
afew miles of the agency buildings, while 
many others live twenty miles away, along 
the White River, but they always manage to 
have representatives on hand every Saturday 
to draw their rations. Many of their houses 
are canvas Wigwams in the shape of a cone, 
with a hole in the top for ventilation or to let 
out the smoke from the fire they may have 
within. Others are quite fine houses, built 
of logs, eight or ten feet high, and tweive by 
sixteen on the ground. The roofs of these 
are very frequently covered with dirt, 
but sometimes with shingles. The 
floor of either house or “ tepee”’ 
is the ground, which is perhaps one cause of 
the consumption which prevails. The Lower 
Brule Agency has not long since been con- 
solidated with what has commonly been 
known as 
THE CROW CREEK AGENCY, 
about thirty miles north on the east side of 
the river. Thereare about 1,000 Indians up 
there, and Maj. Parkhurst has charge of 
them also. White Ghost, a very good friend 
of the whites, is the head Chief at Crow 
Creek. Our dinner atthe mess-house, kept 
bya half-breed, was very good. A part of 
the rations issued every Saturday is beef, 
which is killed on the agency grounds, 
The number of cattle killed is from thirty- 
five to forty, according to size. ‘They are 
Usually driveninto a large pen, or “ cor- 
ral.“ the fence about which consists of long 
poles or posts driven into the ground per- 
pendicuiarly. Whenallis ready the inter- 
preter, or some member of the Indian police 
designated by him, shoots every one of the 
animals down. When all are shot the In- 
dians go in and cut their throats and knock 
them in the head. One of the first things 
they do, however, often before 
the animal has done kicking, is 
to cut out his tongue, which seems rather 
eruel. Last Saturday the inside of the cor- 
rai was so muddy that the cattle were not 
killed there, but were let out, two or three 
ata time, and were shot as they came forth 
by the interpreter, who isa good marksman 
and dropped them nearly every time, but 
somehow a half-dozen or more of them got 
by him, and were chased about by the In- 
dian police on ponies. They would ride up 
to them, take aim, and let drive, sometimes 
shooting three or fourtimes before dropping 
their mark. The whole affair was quite ex- 
citing, and was a rare treat to several of the 
visitors. 
Even the Indians themselves became ex- 
cited at one time, when a lusty steer,/ which 
had been wounded, crazed from the effect, 
raised his head erect, and with glaring eyes 
started with full vengeance on a run toward 
the interpreter and your humble servant, 
Who stood behind him. We did not stop to 
ask the interpreter or any one else to 
SMOKE THE PIPE OF PEACE. 
but before you could wink twice were be- 
hind the corral! fence, looking through the 
cracks at the scene beyond. There was a 
scampering among the “reds,” too. The in- 
terpreter ran back a few steps, whirled, 
‘and tired, the bullet striking the crazed ani- 
mal between the eyes, felling him to the 
ground, 
When cattle are all killed the interpreter 
divides them amoung the Indians according to 
a memoradum furnished him by the agent. 
This bemg done, the butchering process com- 
mences. There is not a great deal of science 
| dispiaved- in this 8 of the business, but 

quick work.is made in taking the hide off, 
— 4 they art«‘not very particular about it 
€ r. 

The old bucks, young bucks, and the 
Guan all take a hand in the butchering, as 
most of them wear belis in which they carry 
from one to three large knives, which wdds 
to their hideous appearance. They are 
very dirty in handling the meat, taking en- 
trails and all together. In fact some 
of them would xrab one of the 
small entrails, strip out the inside 
between thufib and fingers, and eat the re- 
mainder with a relish, without even wash- 
ing it. They would eat pieces of raw liver 
and other parts in the same way. Will it 
ever be that these wild men will become fully 
civilized? Summer goods are issued to the 
indians at Lower Brule in the spring, and 
winter goods in the fall. Wagons, tools, etc., 
are issued whenever the agent thinks proper. 
There are about 40,000,000 acres in the Sioux 
Reservation, and it ig. said there are only 
about 20400 Indians on it. That looks as 
though they could put up with less territory. 
A few of them cultivate small pieces of land 
at Lower Brule, but the Indians at the Crow 
Creek Agency seem to be taking the lead, as 
this year they have raised 600 bushels of 
good wheat. G. I. B.

DISEASED MEAT. 


The Kind of Cattle and Sheep That Come 
to the Steck<-Yards for City Consump- 
tion. 

The recent articles in THe Tumtxx rela- 
tive to the quality of cattle and sheep that 
are sold to the people of Chicago have been 
the subject df much comment among a mot- 
ley crowd of “scalpers”’ who do business at 
the Stock-Yards. The substantial and relia- 
ble shippers, who deal only in first-class meat, 
were not slow in recognizing the truths con- 
tained therein, and if the object de- 
sired is attained (which undoubtedly 
it will be at no late day) 
the publie will be saved from anevilof the 
most startling magnitude, and one terrible to 
contemplate—that of foisting on the public 
the diseased carcasses of cattle and sheep. 
Yesterday was a busy day at the Stock- 
Yards, and 4s the run of stock was somewhat 
heavy a Ininexk reporter seized the oppor- 
tunity of inspecting some of the animals. 
‘The same state of atfairs existed as has been 
published heretofore, but yesterday being a 
“field” day an excellent opportunity was 
olfered fot showing up the beef and 
mutton that will today constitute the diet of 
many persons. After a tour through several 
of the pens in the Northwestern and Bur- 
lington Divisions the reporter finally en- 
countered a lot of cattle in the last-named 
place the sight of which Was enough toturu 
the stomach of any person, It is highly prob- 
able that he would prefer death by 
starvation rather than prolong the 
sweets of lite by eating any such 
meat. The recent incletiient wea as is 
always the ¢ase, deluged the pens. 
and lying in this deleterious mass were a lot 
of cattle presumably from Colorado, ‘The 
hardships exDerienced by the dumb 
brutes in their gpurney from the Far 
West told severely on their naturally 
weak condition, and one night in the pen ex- 
posed to the bad weather used them up com- 
pletely. Several of the lot had their backs 
aud sides frightfully disfigured and more of 
them had ‘sores on their breasts and legs. 
Resting in such a place was seemingly 
deemed a luxury by the cattle, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that their cuts and sores were 
bathed in the filth that was visible 
everywhere. Climbing over the fenee 
the reporter entered the pen and gently 
touched one of the beasts with a cane to see 
if it wonld rise. The poor brute ignored the 
gentle thrust, it being unable to move. A 
second animal was approached in the same 
manner, and after a most trying effort man- 
aged to gain its feet and walk a small dis- 
tance. ‘Lhis feat seemed to beatrying one 
for the beast, and while walking its hind 
legs actually bumped against each other, 
and a slight push in the side would 
have thrown it to the ground. Tue hip-bones 
of the animals stood out prominently through 
the skin, many of them being badly bruised 
by coming in contact with some hard sub- 
stance. Blood was perceptible trickling 
down their quarters, and formed in clotted 
masses before reaching the ground. Alto- 
gether this lot of animals was a 

TEKBIRLE SIGHT TO LOOK UPON.

The reporter concluded to wait and see 
what disposition would be made of the 
diseased sjecr—whether it would be carted to 
a rendering establishment or taken out on 
the prairie and killed. After waiting for 
fifteen minutes, a superunnuated individual 
with a stiperannuated horse and an old, 
rickety dray was seen to come up the alley- 
way leading tothe pen. A rope was speedily 
thrown over the horns of the prostrate beasi, 
the cart lowered, and in another instant the 
steer was being drawn up the bed of the 
dray at @ startling pace, After all matters 
appertaining to the job were adjusted the 
nag was hitched to the dray and the diseased 
beef was given a jolt over Halsted street to 
the Archer avenue hospital, where its car- 
cass and wounds will be dressed at the same 
time, and subsequently taken to Jackson 
street, where it will be retafled in quantities. 
Wunt are the dangers that are connected 
with the eating of such beef? It is a well- 
known fact that meat in a feverish condition 
is unhealthful in the extreme and begets dis- 
ease, 


IN THE SHEEP DEPARTMENT 
yesterday another deleterious mass of future 
mutton-chops and mutton-stews was exain- 
ined. Of about fifty sheep in a pen one-third 
of them shouid be condemned diseased with 
“sceab,’’ a malady that is said to be beyond 
cure. The farmer who shipped the lot the 
reporter inspected yesterday was no doubt 
aware of the ultimate result, and shipped 
them to the Chicago market before they 
would die on his hands, thereby increasing 
his finandes and doing humanity an everlast- 
ing benefit.“ 

During his wanderings through the yards 
yesterday the reporter stumbled onto an- 
other litule scheme which it was thought 
was exterminated a few month@® ago, * 
while there are “suckers” in the wor 
scalpers 4nd other not overscrupulous per- 
sons Willaiways do a “rushing business.” 
The“ mileh-cow racket ’”’ is the term used by 
those wh are posted, and from the profits 
derived therefrom the racket is a profitable 
one. Milch cows areulways in demand, and 
the prices obtained approximate $60. When 
the «demand exceeds the supply the 
“scalper,” in order to “accommodate” the 
customer, goes to some remote pen and pur- 
chases a cow called a “stripper’’—that is, 
one whose days of usefulness as a milker are 
over. Ai@lfafew days old is then pur- 
chased tor, few dollars and is tied in a pen 
along with the cow, which is supposed to be 
its mother. The customer soon makes his 
r and a trade is effected the pur- 
chaser takes the bogus cow and calf 
and the accommodating scalper“ the 800. 
The trick is soon found out, and the buyer 
makes a/strenuous complaint, but there is no 
— and he has to accept the inevitable, 
The trick was practiced yesterday, and came 
to the surface pe i alter wards. The buyer 
on this oreasion made an unusually strong 
break, which was subsequently settled by a 
compromise.

T BATTLE OF CORINTH 


Stinding ’ 


A Vivid Description of an Important 
Victory by One Who Par- 
ticipated. 


Important Contribution to the History of 
the War by General C. 8. 
Hamilton. 


At the anniversary of the Battle of Corinth, 
which was appropriately celebrated by the 
old soldiers of this city and vicinity on the 
evening of the 4th Inst., Gen. C. S. Hamilton, 
of Milwaukee, gave a very vivid account of 
the engagement, which resulted in a victory 
tor the Union cause. Mr. Hamilton was a 
participant in the fight, and his position was 
such as to give him every facility for seeing 
ali of the engagewent and thoroughly under- 
standing the events that resulted in the bat- 
tle. Owing to the crowded columns of THE 
TRIBUNE the following day, there appeared 
only a brief summary of Mr. Hamilton’s 
paper. It is now given in full, as it Is of 
historic value. 

COMRADES; You will allow me to premise that 
in what I am about to say of the battie of 
Corinth, if there is more or less that is personal 
to myself, it is not because of any versonal 
vanity, but because I cannot state the facts that 
should be knowa without some personal reter- 
ence. 1 sbould be reluctant to say anything 
that might be construed as claiming for myself 
what might be accorded to others—but what is 
desired is to get at the actual facts. 1 way 
further say that the chief reason other than the 
one given is that lhave again aud again been 
besought to make public the truths that I am 
abuut to relate, while there are those living who 
can corroborate them, and that the true history 
of one of the most important vatties of the great 
Rebellion may be understood. Most of the ofli- 
cers who took part in that War are beyond mid- 
div-age; indeed, the greater part are fast reach- 
ing the period of aged manhood. Every yeur 
greatly decreases the number of those who were 
active in the War, and but few years compara- 
tively remain to gather facts from the living 
actors. 

lu order to understand the importance of the 
victory of Corinth, and its bearing on the fort- 
unes of the War, we must look carefully over 
the whole theatre of the war at that time. It is 
not sufficient that we take into cousideration the 
situation in the Valley of the Mississippi; we 
must go further and examine the status of the 
contending armies stretching through the bor- 
der States from the Mississippi to the Atlantic, 
and see what bad been gained or lost in nearly 
two yeurs of war, by the armies of the North. 
It was the last important battle’of 1862 and vir- 
tually closed the campaigns of both Union and 
Nobel armies for that year. These campaigns 
opened with the brilliant victories of Forts 
Henry and Doneison;: followed by the capture 
of Island Number Ten, and by the great battle 
of Shiloh and the occupation of Corinth and 
Memphis. These operations in the West may 
be summed up as follows: The Confederate 
armies had been driven from che Onbio River, 
almost out of the States of Tennessee aud Ken- 
tucky, a steady forcing back for a distance of 
200 miles, the Federal . — reaching the 
Gulf States, where our chivalrous foes had been 
sure a Yankee army would never set foot. Our 
lines stretched from Memphis through Corinth 
and Nashville to Knoxvilie, Exst Tena. In the 
Hast the campaign bad opened by the advance 
of the Army of the Potomac to the Peninsuia 
und toward Richmond. 

Right here let me say that if the Army of the 
Potomac had been pushed from the time it 
stopped before Yorktown, with a titbe 
of the energy and courage shown by Gen. 
Grant from tae moment his forces presented 
themseivesin front of Fort Henry, the Rebel 
Capital of Richmond would have fallen into our 
hands, as would bave the State of Virginia: and 
the theatre of war would have been removed to 
the Cotton States, where it belonged. 

BUT THE CHILDISH DELAY 
before the insignificant works of Yorktown 
gave ample time for the Confederates to con- 
centrate their strength, and win back by bard 
biows what they had held so long with wooden 
gunsin front of Washington, but which they 
had been torced to yield by the flank movement 
to the Peninsula. A week of energy from the 
day the army came iu sight of Yorktown, in- 
stead of a month of useless delay, and Richmond 
ould have fallen like a ripe pear. 
he country bad been full of hope— 
a hope changed almost to despair 
through incompetent generalship. Mevtlel- 
lan and his army were driven from 
the Peninsula. and Pope, in the gallant but vain 
eudeavor to stem the tide of Confederate victo- 
ries, had been overcome in the Wilderness. 
Buell had been forced back from Middle Ten- 
nessee to Louisville, so that on the day of the 
battie whose anniversary we celebrate the Con- 
federate armies occupied the line of the Poto- 
mac, as they did the duy after the first battle of 
Bull Run, and of all the territory gained by the 
operations of our greatarmies there remained 
tv us from the Atlantic to the plainsouly that 
8 to the banks of the Mississippi from 
airoto Memphis. Those were glorious victo- 
ries for the Confederate arms, and filled the 
Soutbern beart with swelling pride and the full 
confidence of ultimate success, These achieve- 
ments in the East were but the beralds of what 
was coniidentiy expected in the West. The 
Union armies must be driven back to their owa 
soil,anda mighty effort was made to concen- 
trate, an Overwhelming force of Cofffederates 
which should thrust the invaders back to the 
banks of the Ohio. 

Alone of all the territory gained at so much 
cost there remained to us only that of Western 
Tennessee and Kentucky; and right here 1 think 
I hazard nothing in saying that a defeat at Cor- 
inth twenty years ago toduy would have left no 
considerabie obstacie in the way for the Rebel 
forces to occupy again the line of the Ohio, 
which, being done, all the blood and treasure in 
nearly two yearsof war would have been wasted, 
and the contending armies would have stood on 
nimeost the identical footing they occupied a 
year and a baif before. The hopes of the’ North 

ad been blasted by we failures in the East; the 
land was filled with mourning, and the darkness 
of doubt and disappointment bung like a pall 
over the Free States. 

It was amid this gioom that the battle of Cor- 
inth was fought against much greater torces, and 
a victory won. it was a single star gleaming 
througb the darkness, but lighting up the heart 
of the Nauon with hope and gladness. In the 
nuwerical strength of the forces engaged it did 
not stand with the battles of the Peninsula, but 
in the importance of its cesults and the magni- 
tude of its consequences it loses nothing when 
placed side by side with any of the great batties 
of the War, excepting alone that continuous 
battle when forced Lee to the surrender of his 
brave army at Appomattox. The bravery with 
which it was fought I do not believe has been 
surpassed, and the preponderance of the Rebel 
forces, nearly two to oue, rarely happened dur- 
ing the War. You are proud to have been of 
that band; I am proud to have borne a part, 
and yours and my children for generntions to 
come will be proud of the part each of us 
shured in that memorable fight. I have little to 
say of the details of the engagement. You are 
all familiar with its main features, and more 
familiar with your own immediate surroundings. 


THERE 18, HOWEVER, ONE IMPORTANT FACT 
not generaily known, but with those who do 
know it personaily there can be but one opision 
as to its bearing on the results of the battle. 
The plan of the battle as fixed by Gen. Kose- 
crans on the morning of Oct. 3, and as detailed 
in bis official report, was for Davies’ division to 
take the centre in front of Corinth; with Mc- 
Kean’s division on his left, while Hamilton's 
division was thrown out on the Purdy road on 
the extreme right, as far as the outer Rebel in 
trenchinents, and nearly three miles from the 
towu. Stanley’s division was to the left and 
rear, and about as far from the town as Ham- 
ton's, and heid in reserve. Hamilton was to 
connect the leit of nis division with Davies’ 
right, and thus await the attack. Then when 
Davies’ division was attacked, it was gradually 
to retire,and Hamiiton and McKean were to 
fall on tho Confederate flanks. In other words, 
the real battle was to be fought within a box, 
tne front of which was open, and the enemy was 
to be drawn in and crushed by the two sides. 
Now, there is no one 80 great a novice in war 
but will wonder ata plan of battle which, while 
it placed but a single division in the tront 
of the enemy, with orders to retire when 
attacked, and thus allow an overwhelming 
force of the enemy to separate the other divis- 
ions, cutting the Federal army in two parts. But 
such was the pian for the 3d of October and such 
was the plan tor the 4th, but which was frus- 
trated by the following incident: You all re- 
member the change that was made in the posi- 
tions of Our troops during the night of the 3d; 
bow Stanley's division was called in and occu- 
pied the earthworks: now Davies’ division was 
thrown back to and within the edge of the town; 
and that Hamilton's division was called in ana 
occupied the rising ground on the north and 
northeast of the town, while McKean’s troops 
were held partly as a reserve. And bere 
is the way it happened. Au at- 
tempt was made late in the afternoon 
of the 8d by Hamilton’s division to attack 
the enemy’s left fank, but which was thwarted 
by one brigade becowlng separated frou the 
other and becoming engaged with a watch 
party on the enemy's extreme left. The attac 
could not safely be made but by the whole di- 
vision, and befure the brigade could be with- 
drawn and got into supporting position night 
bad come and the flank attack was frustrated. 
The threntened movement of the division had 
attracted the enemy's attention, and effectually 
checked the forward movement of the Hebel 
army on Davies. The day closed then with Ham- 
ton * position between the Purdy 
road and outermost Rebel intrench- 
ments, fa the enemy, but with a 
dense forest, thick with unde wth, between. 
Davies’ division bad fallen well back toward the 
town, and though fighting bravely, were forced 
back by many times their number. McKean’s 
division occupied a similar position on the ex- 
treme left, w between these two divisions of

shell, enemy is massed, and 
at midnight our

who brought that order and who took back wy 
reply is Gen. A. C. Ducat. I said, “Tell Gen, 
Rosecrans I cannot execute that order until I 
see bim personally, and explain to him the diffi- 
culties in the way, and bow it must result if 
carried ont.“ An bour passed, and the officer 
who brought the order returned, bringing the 
com ing General. An officer of high rank 
(Gen. John B. Sanborn, of Minnesota), bere to- 
night, and many Others beard the following con- 
versation: 

* Gen. Hamilton, what do you mean by dis- 
obeying my order to attack the enemy?” 

1 replied: “Gen. Rosecrans, I am ready to 
execute your order; but there is too much at 
stake here to risk it by what must prove a futile 
attack, owing to the darkness and the dense 
forest, and it seemed a plain duty to explain 
to you the position, and the resuit if your or- 
der is executed. The forest and undergrowth 
are so dense that my troops 


CANNOT RETAIN THEIR FORMATION 


for five minutes after they move. It is too dark 
to distinguish friend from foe, and my division 
once disorganized in the forest cannot be re- 
formed for battle until morumg. My troops are 
not in supporting distance of any others, and 
when the assault is made on the town your 
army will be cutin two as it is now, and will be 
destroyed. The troops should be drawn in and 
the divisions placed in front of the town 
within the earthworks, and in immediate 
support of each other. The position is 
a strong one, and if occupied we sda 
win a victory; if left as they are now 
there is notning before you but a terrible de- 
teat.” 

A moment of reflection, and then came the 
answer: * Hamilton, you are right. Put your 
division as you suggest; the others shall be 
placed accordingly.”’ 

it was thus that the troops came to occupy the 
positions they did on the morning of this day 
twenty years ayo; thus that victory came where 
defeat was inevitable; thus that the territory to 
the bunks of the Obio was preserved to ua, and 
the silver lining to the cloud showed itself to the 
Whole people. It was but an incident, but big 
with fate, and as such we must look back upon 
it with infinit satisfaction. 

And now before ! close I must touch upon one 
other matter—a matter of justice to those officers 
and men whotook part in the battle of luku. 
All who fought at luka and lived were present 
at Corinth, and so iatimately were tuose battles 
connected that lam not out of piace in alluding 
to the former in what | now have to say. The 
battle of Iuka was fougbt on the 19th of Septem- 
ber, just two weeks preceding that of Corinth. 
It was a flerce contest—nonue more so. The long 
list of dead and wounded, compared with the 
number engaged, shows that for an action of 
two hours in jength it was botly contested. The 
still longer list of the dead and wounded of the 
enemy, with the vumber of prisoners taken, 
speaks louder than words of the bravery of our 
men. if men do well in the beat of battle and 
other men speak of them, just words should be 
spoken; sneers are unjust and out of place. 

In the frst volume of Gen. Sherman's 
Memoirs, page 261 (writing of the battle of 
luka, the foilowing passage occurs: “Price 
perceived his advantage and attacked with 
vehemence the head of Kosecrans’ cviumn, 
Hamilton's division, beating it back. capturing 
un battery, and disabling 736 men.“ Aod a littie 
further on he says: In my experience these 
concerted movements generally tail unless with 
the very best kind of troops, etc. Well, now, 1 
believe Gen. Sherman is about the last man to 
do intentional injustice to any one, much less 
a soidier of the War of the Rebellion; but look 
ut it, turn it over, read it backwards, any way, 
every way, and what does it sound like, or look 
like, but a sneer. It is true this battie was not 
fought by dim or bis troops. He was a hundred 
miles away: Wuc if he bad fougbt it. or the men 
under his command had foughtit, there wouid 
have been at least a 


COMMENDATION OF THE BRAVERY SHOWN; 
there would bave beena momorandum, at least, 
to the effect that it a battery was lost, it was 
recaptured, and was not lost. And further, 
that if the troops were beaten back, they did not 
any of them, or at any time, retire a half 
musket shot from where the line was formed 
and the battle fougut. And as to the battery 
and the gallent men who worked it, de would at 
least have told the story that every officer and 
nearly every man and horse was killed 
or wounded .before the guns fired the 
last shot, and fell into the enemy's 
bands. And he would have further 
stated tbat, if be had 736 men disabled, the 
enemy lost 1.438 men, and that on the whole it 
was a gallant figbt, and that our men siept on 
the neid and the enemy didn’t, and finally would 
have indeed been angry if anybody else had 
sneered at it if it had been fought by his men. 

What would Gen. Sherman tbink apa how 
wouid he feel if his march through Gris.“ 
his capture of Atlanta, Savannah. Charleston, 
Columbia, and the great “ concerted movement 
of his chief, Grant, and himselr, which cornered 
the armies of the Confederacy in North Carolina 
and Virginia, without hope of escape 
—if history should allude to it 
only by his having so many thousand 
men disabled? But then Gen. Sherman dad 
really * the very best kind of troops.“ 

Now let me say that Gen. Sherman bad no in- 
tention to be unjust, thougb be was unjust. No 
Generals more willing to accord everything 
that rightly belongs. none less envious of his 
brother Generais, none from whom justice 
springs more spontaneously than he. 

But be waa not writing an account of the bat- 
tle—he was only referrmg toit; and be had (so 
well do I know the mao) no more thought or in- 
tention to be unjust than to commit murder. 
But there itis. His Memoirs have passed into 
history, and if history as related by his Memoirs 
in this case is to be believed, then so man 
who shared in the danger and smoke 
of that battie will have any pride 
in his part. I have for many long years hoped 

t Gen. Sherman would see and feel 

THE INJUSTICE OF HIS STORY 
of Iuka, and would of his uwn accord make due 
correction. The injustice has not occurred to 
him, or would have long since been repaired. 
Many officers and men who bore a galiant part 
in that figbt have asked me to write to Sherman 
and have bim correct it, but in the hope that it 
would be done without request | bave waited 
until now. I love Gen. Sherman. I donor him 
as one of the great men and heroes of our bis- 
tory. I would not deprive his laural wreath of 
a single leaf. 

He is a patriot, be is honest, he is truthful; 
and I greatiy mistake the man if, when ne reads 
of this reference to an unintentional injustice, 
he does not regret it more keenly than has been 
felt by any one who helped to fight the battle of 
luka. Ithank you, comrades, for the patience 
and attention you have given me.
